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Introduction 


The  Public  Accounts  are  the  documents  that  contain  the  audited  financial  statements  of  the  government  and 
other  financial  information  presented  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  show  compliance  with  the  various  statutory 
authorities.  The  government's  financial  statements  are  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  accounting  policies 
described  in  this  Introduction  and  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  except  where  a  change  or 
variation  is  explicitly  described  in  the  Significant  Accounting  Policies  section  below. 

Government  Financial  Statements 

The  government  carries  on  its  activities  through  a  variety  of  appropriations,  special  funds,  corporations  and 
agencies.  Financial  statements  are  prepared  to  incorporate  two  levels  of  activity  under  its  authority:  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  Financial  Statements  and  the  Summary  Financial  Statements. 

Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  statements  incorporate  the  General  Fund  (main  operating  account  and  special 
accounts)  and  Special  Funds  such  as  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund.  These  represent  the  funds  over  which  the 
government  has  direct  control.  When  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  is  consolidated  with  government  organiza¬ 
tions  and  enterprises,  the  result  is  the  Summary  Financial  Statements.  This  is  graphically  illustrated  below: 
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Each  set  of  financial  statements  includes  the  following: 

•  Balance  Sheet — a  statement  of  financial  position,  showing  recorded  assets  and  liabilities,  with  the 
residual  difference  being  net  equity.  In  addition  to  the  recorded  assets,  the  province  owns  a  significant 
number  of  physical  assets,  including  highways,  bridges,  ferries  and  Crown  land,  which  includes 
parks,  forests  and  all  other  publicly  held  land  in  the  province. 

Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expenditure — a  statement  summarizing  the  items  of  revenue  and  expendi¬ 
ture  for  the  fiscal  year.  The  net  revenue  or  expenditure  for  a  year  represents  the  change  in  net  equity 
for  the  same  period. 
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•  Statement  of  Changes  in  Cash  and  Temporary  Investments — a  statement  showing  how  the  operating 
transactions  (being  those  expenditures  and  other  transactions  which  affect  operating  results)  and 
financing  transactions  (being  those  transactions  such  as  loans  which  affect  the  financial  position  but 
not  the  operating  results)  have  affected  the  cash  and  temporary  investments  position  of  the 
government. 

•  Notes  and  Supplementary  Statements  to  Financial  Statements — these  provide  additional  information 
on  the  amounts  included  in  the  financial  statements  and  they  form  an  integral  part  of  the  financial 
statements. 

Statement  of  Responsibility  for  Government  Financial  Statements 

Responsibility  for  the  integrity  and  objectivity  of  the  government's  financial  statements  rests  with  the 
government.  The  financial  statements  are  prepared  by  the  Comptroller  General  under  the  direction  of  the  Treasury 
Board,  pursuant  to  section  8  (2)  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act ,  in  accordance  with  the  government's  stated 
accounting  policies.  Each  financial  statement  covers  the  fiscal  year  of  the  government,  which  is  from  April  1  to 
March  31  of  the  following  year. 

Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  government's  financial  statements  are  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  accounting  policies  described 
below  and  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  except  where  a  change  or  variation  is  explicitly 
described  in  the  1 992  Changes  in  Accounting  Policy  section. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used,  which  is  specifically  expressed  as  follows: 

Revenue 

All  revenues  are  recorded  on  an  accrual  basis  except  where  the  accruals  cannot  be  determined  with  a 
reasonable  degree  of  certainty  or  where  their  estimation  is  impracticable.  The  exceptions,  which  normally 
relate  to  certain  payments  to  the  province  under  the  Federal-Provincial  Fiscal  Arrangements  and  Federal 
Post-Secondary  Education  and  Health  Contributions  Act,  1977,  are  recorded  on  a  cash  basis.  Revenues  from 
government  enterprises  are  recognized  when  cash  transfers  are  received  or  when  dividends  are  declared. 

Expenditure 

All  expenditures,  including  the  cost  of  fixed  assets,  are  recorded  for  goods  and  services  received  during 
the  year.  Grants  (which  include  forgivable  loans)  are  recorded  as  expenditure  when  disbursement  of  the 
funds  has  been  authorized.  Contributions  are  recorded  as  expenditure  at  the  earlier  of: 

(i)  the  date  payment  has  been  authorized;  or, 

(ii)  the  date  on  which  performance  conditions  are  achieved  by  the  recipient  under  provisions  of  a 
statute,  contract  or  agreement. 

Authorized  contributions  relating  to  retroactive  wage  settlements  are  recorded  as  an  expenditure  of  the 
period  during  which  the  services  were  provided. 

Recoveries  of  expenditure  may  be  recorded  as  a  credit  to  the  appropriate  expenditure  account  when: 

(i)  they  can  be  specifically  identified  with  the  expenditure  transactions  and  payment  has  actually 
been  made  from  an  appropriation; 

(ii)  provision  for  them  has  been  approved  through  the  Estimates;  and 

(iii)  the  expenditure  to  which  they  relate  was  incurred  in  the  same  fiscal  year. 

Tax  credits/offsets  are  accrued  on  the  same  basis  as  the  associated  tax  revenues. 

Assets 

All  assets  are  recorded  to  the  extent  that  they  represent  cash  and  claims  upon  outside  parties  or  items 
held  for  resale  to  outside  parties  as  a  result  of  events  and  transactions  prior  to  the  year-end.  Rental  payments 
for  leases  which  transfer  the  benefits  and  risks  incident  to  the  ownership  of  certain  assets,  not  including 
special  purpose  buildings,  are  reported  as  expenditures  at  the  dates  of  inception  of  the  leases. 
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Liabilities 

All  I iabi I ities  are  recorded  to  the  extent  that  they  represent  claims  payable  to  outside  parties  as  a  resu It 
of  events  and  transactions  prior  to  the  year-end,  including:  probable  losses  on  loan  guarantees  issued  by  the 
government;  contingent  liabilities  when  it  is  likely  a  liability  exists  and  the  amount  of  the  liability  can  be 
reasonably  determined  on  an  individual  or  portfolio  basis;  and,  unfunded  pension  liabilities  calculated  using 
the  Level  Contribution  Funding  Actuarial  Cost  Method. 

Changes  in  the  unfunded  liability  for  pension  plans  which  arise  as  a  result  of  estimation  adjustments 
due  to  experience  gains  and  losses  and  changes  in  actuarial  assumptions  are  amortized  over  expected 
average  remaining  service  life  of  the  related  employee  group.  Gains  or  losses  arising  as  a  result  of  plan 
amendments  are  recognized  in  full  in  the  year  of  amendment. 

Foreign  Currency  Translation 

Monetary  assets  and  liabilities  denominated  in  foreign  currencies  are  translated  to  Canadian  dollars  at 
the  exchange  rate  prevailing  at  the  year-end,  and  foreign  currency  transactions  are  translated  at  the  exchange 
rate  prevailing  at  the  date  of  the  transaction  unless  hedged  by  forward  contracts  which  specify  the  rate  of 
exchange.  Adjustments  to  revenue  or  expenditure  transactions  arising  as  a  result  of  foreign  currency 
translation  are  credited  or  charged  to  operations  at  the  time  the  adjustments  arise.  Unrealized  foreign 
currency  gains  and  losses  on  long-term,  fixed-term  monetary  assets  and  liabilities  are  reported  as  deferred 
charges  and  amortized  over  the  remaining  terms  of  the  related  items  on  a  straight  line  basis. 

Non-monetary  assets  and  liabilities  are  translated  at  historical  rates  of  exchange. 

Concessionary  Loans  and  Mortgages 

Loans  and  mortgages  that  are  made  at  a  rate  of  interest  below  the  government's  borrowing  rate  for  an 
equivalent  term  are  considered  concessionary. 

Concessionary  loans  and  mortgages  are  recorded  at  their  net  present  value  (net  of  grant  component) 
less  any  provision  required  for  doubtful  collection.  Present  value  discounts  are  recorded  as  grant  expendi¬ 
tures. 

Principal  repayments  of  concessionary  loans  and  mortgages  will  first  be  applied  to  the  reduced  loan  or 
mortgage  balance  (net  present  value)  and  then  recorded  as  revenue  (recovery  of  a  grant)  when  received. 

Valuation  Allowances 

Valuation  allowances,  such  as  provisions  for  doubtful  accounts  and  provisions  for  reduction  in  value 
of  investments,  are  included  as  expenditures  on  the  statement  of  revenue  and  expenditure.  Personal, 
corporate  income  and  property  tax  are  recorded  net  of  tax  credits  and  adjustments  which  are  based  upon 
revised  assessments  of  actual  tax  revenue  of  previous  taxation  years.  Tax  credits  and  adjustments  are  not 
considered  valuation  allowances. 

Specific  Policies 

Cash  and  Temporary  Investments 

Cash  balances  are  shown  after  deducting  outstanding  cheques  issued  prior  to  the  year-end.  Cheques 
issued  subsequent  to  the  year-end  relating  to  the  previous  year  are  included  in  accounts  payable. 

Temporary  investments  include  short-term  investments  recorded  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market  value. 
Temporary  investments  consist  mainly  of  units  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  Pooled  Investment 
Portfolios.  Units  are  carried  at  the  lower  of  cost  of  acquisition  adjusted  by  income  attributed  to  the  units,  or 
market  value.  Income  attributed  to  the  units  represents  the  unitholders'  share  of  interest  earned  by  the 
portfolio  and  is  realizable  by  unitholders  upon  the  sale  of  units. 

Accounts  Receivable 

All  amounts  receivable  (including  any  trade  receivables  from  government  organizations  and  enter¬ 
prises)  at  the  year-end  for  work  performed,  goods  supplied  or  services  rendered  are  recorded  as  revenue  or 
recoveries  of  the  fiscal  year.  Valuation  allowances  are  provided  where  collectibility  is  considered  doubtful. 
Inventories 

Inventories  comprise  items  held  for  resale  and  are  recorded  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  net  realizable  value. 
Inventories  of  supplies  are  charged  to  the  respective  programs  when  the  cost  is  incurred. 

Property  under  development,  which  will  eventually  be  sold  to  outside  parties,  is  recorded  at  the  lower 
of  cost  or  net  realizable  value. 
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Amounts  Due  From  Other  Governments 

Amounts  due  from  other  governments  include  loans  and  advances  outstanding  at  the  year-end. 

Investments  In  and  Amounts  Due  From  Crown  Corporations  and  Agencies 

Investments  in  and  amounts  due  represent  long-term  investments  and  amounts  due,  other  than  trade 
receivables,  and  are  recorded  at  cost  unless  significant  prolonged  impairment  in  value  has  occurred,  in 
which  case  they  are  written  down  to  recognize  this  loss  in  value.  If,  in  periods  subsequent  to  recognizing  this 
impairment,  the  valueofthe  investment  is  restored,  the  investment  is  written  uptothe  lesser  of  restored  value 
or  original  cost. 

Loans ,  Advances  and  Other  Investments 

Loans,  advances  and  other  investments  are  recorded  at  cost  less  adjustment  for  any  prolonged 
impairment  in  value. 

Mortgages  Receivable 

Mortgages  receivable  are  secured  by  real  estate  and  are  repayable  over  periods  ranging  up  to  thirty 
years.  Valuation  allowances  are  made  where  collectibility  is  considered  doubtful. 

Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program 

Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program  consists  of  loans  made  to  government  bodies,  and  cash  and  temporary 
investments  set  aside  for  the  specific  purpose  of  loaning  to  government  bodies.  Loans  are  recorded  at 
maturity  value  less  unamortized  discounts  and  sinking  fund  balances.  Discounts  are  amortized  on  an 
effective  yield  basis.  These  loans  are  recorded  as  assets  even  if  they  are  only  recoverable  through  future 
appropriations  of  the  government. 

Other  Assets 

Other  assets  include  prepaid  program  costs.  Prepaid  program  costs  represent  expenditures  made 
during  the  fiscal  year  for  work  to  be  performed,  goods  to  be  supplied,  services  to  be  rendered  or  contractual 
obligations  to  be  fulfilled  by  outside  parties  in  a  subsequent  fiscal  year.  These  costs  also  include  inventories 
of  operating  materials  held  in  the  Purchasing  Commission  and  Queen's  Printer  warehouses  pending 
distributions  in  a  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

Also  included  in  other  assets  are  certain  deferred  charges. 

Physical  Assets 

Disbursements  for  physical  assets  are  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  year  the  assets  are  received. 
Consistent  with  the  reporting  of  physical  assets  as  expenditures,  highways,  bridges,  wharves,  ferries  and  ferry 
landings,  buildings,  office  equipment,  furniture,  automobiles  and  Crown  land  comprised  of  parks,  forests  and 
all  other  publicly  held  land  by  the  province,  not  including  property  under  development,  are  recorded  at  a 
nominal  value  of  $1 . 

Accounts  Payable  and  Accrued  Liabilities 

All  amounts  payable  (including  any  trade  payables  to  government  organizations  and  enterprises)  for 
work  performed,  goods  supplied,  services  known  to  have  been  rendered  or  for  charges  incurred  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  contract  are  recorded  as  part  of  the  expenditures  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Amounts  Due  to  Other  Governments 

Amounts  due  to  other  governments  represent  liabilities  incurred  due  to  advances  and  loans  from  other 
governments. 

Due  to  Crown  Corporations ,  Agencies  and  Funds 

Amounts  due  to  Crown  corporations,  agencies  and  funds  represent  liabilities  incurred,  other  than  trade 
payables,  which  are  payable  in  the  following  year. 

Deferred  Revenue 

Deferred  revenue  represents  amounts  received  or  receivable  prior  to  the  year-end  relating  to  revenue 
that  will  be  earned  in  subsequent  fiscal  years. 

Public  Debt 

Public  debt  represents  direct  debt  obligations  for  the  purposes  of  the  Government  of  British  Columbia 
and  the  Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program.  These  obligations  are  recorded  at  principal  less  unamortized  discounts 
and  sinking  fund  balances  where  applicable.  Discounts  are  amortized  on  an  effective  yield  basis. 
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Guaranteed  Debt 

Guaranteed  debt  represents  that  debt  of  municipal  ities  and  other  local  governments,  private  enterprises 
and  individuals,  and  debt  and  minority  interests  of  provincial  Crown  corporations,  which  has  been  explicitly 
guaranteed  or  indemnified  by  the  government,  under  the  authority  of  a  statute,  as  to  net  principal  or 
redemption  provisions.  Valuation  allowances  are  made  where  probable  losses  can  be  reasonably  estimated. 

A  valuation  allowance  provision  is  established  representing  the  probable  losses  on  loan  guarantees 
issued  by  the  government.  The  amount  of  the  provision  is  determined  by  the  loss  experience  of  the  guarantee 
program  and  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  expected  payout  of  the  guarantee  to  the  lender.  The  provision  is 
recorded  as  an  expense  in  the  year  the  guarantee  is  issued  and  is  adjusted  as  necessary  to  ensure  it  equals  the 
expected  payout  of  the  guarantee. 

Commitments 

Commitments  represent  future  obligations  of  the  government  for  capital  contracts  and  extraordinary 
program  commitments,  to  the  extent  of  contracts  and  agreements  in  place  at  the  year-end. 

1 992  Changes  in  Accounting  Policy 

•  Contingent  liabilities — beginning  in  1 991/92,  where  contingent  liabilities  are  considered  likely 
to  require  payment  by  the  government  and  an  amount  can  be  quantified  on  an  individual  or 
portfolio  basis,  they  will  be  included  in  the  liabilities  of  the  province  and  the  expense 
recognized.  This  resulted  in  a  $1 9  million  increase  in  expense  for  the  1 991/92  fiscal  year  and  a 
$81  million  increase  in  the  deficit  accumulated  prior  to  that  fiscal  year. 

•  Concessionary  Loans  and  Mortgages — beginning  in  fiscal  1991/92,  concessionary  loans  and 
mortgages  issued  by  the  province  are  recorded  at  their  net  present  value.  The  remaining  loan 
balance  is  recorded  as  a  grant  in  the  year  of  issue.  This  resulted  in  a  $  24  million  increase  in 
expense  for  fiscal  1 991/92  and  a  $  43  million  increase  in  the  accumulated  deficit  prior  to  that 
fiscal  year. 

•  Unfunded  pension  liabilities — at  March  31 , 1 990  an  actuarial  valuation  was  done  for  the  Public 
Service  Superannuation  Plan  which  calculated  an  unfunded  liability  of  $438  million.  The 
Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Superannuation  Account  has  an  estimated  unfunded 
liability  of  $6.5  million.  Beginning  with  the  1 991/92  Public  Accounts  the  accounting  policy  of 
the  province  has  been  amended  to  include  the  unfunded  pension  liabilities  as  a  part  of  the 
province's  liabilities. 

The  current  year  and  comparative  liability  and  accumulated  deficit  amounts  on  the  Province's 
Balance  Sheets  have  therefore  been  restated  to  include  this  $444.5  million.  There  is  no  effect  on 
either  the  current  year  or  fiscal  1990/91  operating  statements. 

•  Contributions — beginning  in  1991/92,  authorized  contributions  relating  to  retroactive  wage 
settlements  are  recorded  as  an  expenditure  of  the  period  during  which  the  services  were 
provided.  As  a  result  of  this  change,  total  1991/92  expenditure  has  been  increased  by  $43.2 
million. 

Public  Accounts  Content 

The  Public  Accounts  are  divided  into  two  volumes  as  follows: 

Volume  I — Consolidated  Reporting  Entity,  Trust  Funds  and  Summaries  of  Financial  Information 
Reports 

•  Summary  Financial  Statements — these  statements  have  been  prepared  to  disclose  the  economic 
impact  of  the  government's  activities.  They  aggregate  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  and  govern¬ 
ment  organizations  and  enterprises. 

•  Financial  Statements  of  Government  Organizations  and  Enterprises — this  section  contains  the  latest 
audited  financial  statements  of  government  organizations  and  enterprises.  A  summary  of  financial 
information  for  other  entities  subject  to  the  Financial  Information  Act  is  incorporated  in  the  last  section 
of  this  volume. 
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•  Trust  Funds  Financial  Statements — this  section  contains  the  latest  audited  financial  statements  of  the 
pension,  superannuation  and  long-term  disability  funds  administered  by  the  government.  A  summary 
of  financial  information  for  trust  funds  is  included  in  this  section. 

•  Summaries  of  Financial  Statements  of  Corporations  and  Agencies  to  which  the  Financial  Information 
Act  applies — this  section  contains  summaries  of  the  financial  statements  of  corporations,  associa¬ 
tions,  boards,  commissions,  societies  and  public  bodies  required  to  report  under  the  Financial 
Information  Act (S.B.C.  1 985,  chapter  8,  section  2)  and  not  included  elsewhere  in  this  volume. 

Volume  II  —  Financial  Statements  and  ScFiedules  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 

•  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  Financial  Statements — these  statements  include  the  accounts  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  combining  the  activities  of  the  General  Fund  with  funds  earmarked  for 
specific  purposes,  Special  Funds. 

•  Supplementary  Schedules  to  the  Financial  Statements — this  section  contains  schedules  which 
support  the  information  presented  in  the  province's  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  financial  statements, 
including  details  of  expenditures  by  ministerial  appropriations,  together  with  an  analysis  of  statutory 
appropriations  and  Special  Accounts  and  Funds  transactions. 

•  Detailed  Schedules  of  Payments — this  section  contains  detailed  schedules  of  salaries,  wages,  travel 
expenses,  grants  and  other  payments.

I  have  audited  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  as  at  March  31,  1992  and  the 
statements  of  revenue  and  expenditure  and  changes  in  cash  and  temporary 
investments  for  the  year  then  ended.  These  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Government.  My  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on 
these  financial  statements  based  on  my  audit. 

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  I  plan  and  perform  an  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An 
audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well 
as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  In  the  conduct  of  my 
audit,  I  have  received  all  the  information  and  explanations  I  have  required. 

I  report  in  accordance  with  section  7  of  the  Auditor  General  Act.  In  my  opinion 
these  financial  statements  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial

As  described  in  note  1(a),  these  financial  statements  reflect  only  the  transactions 
and  balances  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  which  consists  of  the  General 
Fund  and  Special  Funds.  Other  significant  financial  activities  of  the  Government 
occur  outside  this  reporting  entity.  These  additional  activities  are  reflected  in  the 
Summary  Financial  Statements  of  the  Government,  included  in  Volume  I  of  the 
Public  Accounts,  which  consolidate  the  transactions  and  balances  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  with  those  of  other  Government  organizations  and 
enterprises  to  provide  an  accounting  of  substantially  the  full  nature  and  extent  of  the 
financial  affairs  and  resources  for  which  the  Government  is  responsible.

Assets 

Cash  and  temporary  investments .

1 .  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Reporting  Entity 

These  financial  statements  include  the  transactions  and  balances  of  the  General  Fund  and  Special  Funds  which  combined  are  known  as 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.  Separate  summary  financial  statements  of  the  government  are  prepared  which  include  the  financial  activities 
of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  and  governmentorganizations  and  enterprises.  (SeeSummary  Financial  Statements  in  volume  1  of  the  Public 
Accounts.) 

For  purposes  of  these  financial  statements,  the  General  and  Special  Funds  of  the  government  are  presented  as  one  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund,  which  is  comprised  of: 

•  General  Fund— includes  all  transactions  and  balances  of  the  government  not  otherwise  earmarked  by  legislative  action, 
including  those  of  the  Queen's  Printer  and  the  Purchasing  Commission,  special  accounts  and  other  statutory  spending 
authorities;  and 

•  Special  Funds— amounts  set  aside  from  the  General  Fund  by  special  disposition  of  the  Legislature. 

(b)  Principles  of  Combination 

The  accounts  of  the  General  Fund  are  combined  with  the  Special  Funds  after  adjusting  them  to  conform  with  the  accounting  policies  as 
described  below.  Inter-fund  revenue  and  expenditure  transactions  are  eliminated  upon  combination. 

(c)  Basis  of  Accounting  and  Specific  Policies 

The  basis  of  accounting,  specific  policies  and  1992  changes  in  accounting  policy  are  as  stated  in  the  Introduction  section  of  the  Public 
Accounts.

1 9.  Contingencies  and  Commitments 

(a)  Guaranteed  Debt 

Guaranteed  debt  as  at  March  31 , 1 992  totalled  $5.7  billion  (1 991 :  $6.2  billion).  See  Statement  of  Guaranteed  Debt  on  G23  for  details. 

(b)  Contingent  Liabilities 

(i)  Pending  litigation 

The  government  is  a  defendant  in  legal  actions  which  may  give  rise  to  future  liabilities.  Contingent  liabilities  are  accrued  in  the 
financial  statements  when  it  is  likely  that  a  liability  exists  and  the  amount  of  the  liability  can  be  reasonably  estimated  on  an  individual 
or  portfolio  basis. 

The  government  has  a  contingent  liability  in  respect  of  the  following  summary  of  cases  where  the  estimated  or  known  claim  is 
or  exceeds  $100,000  and  is  net  of  amounts  accrued  in  the  public  accounts: 

•  claims  totalling  $1 30.3  million  for  alleged  expropriation  of  mineral  claims; 

•  claims  of  $1 00  million  regarding  the  collapse  of  the  Teachers'  Investment  and  Housing  Cooperative. 

•  claims  of  $41 .8  million  in  expropriation  disputes; 

•  various  claims  totalling  $26.3  million  against  assessments  for  motive  fuel,  hotel  room,  logging,  mining,  corporation  capital 
and  property  purchase  taxes; 

•  claims. of  $20.6  million  have  been  made  regarding  construction  disputes; 

•  claims  of  $20  million  against  Securities  Commission  by  investors  in  debt  securities; 

•  claims  of  $1 1 .5  million  for  alleged  negligent  design,  construction  or  maintenance  of  roads;

•  various  legal  actions  totalling  $8.8  million  representing  claims  for  damages  to  persons  and  property  or  other  miscellaneous 
claims; 

•  claims  of  $4.8  million  have  been  made  regarding  contract  disputes; 

•  claims  of  $4  million  have  been  made  regarding  motor  vehicle  accidents; 

•  claims  of  $3.3  million  have  been  made  regarding  vaccination  problems; 

•  claims  of$1  million  for  the  improper  use  of  confidential  information; 

•  claims  totalling  $1  million  against  assessments  for  social  services  tax;  and 

•  claims  of  $1  million  for  alleged  negligence  of  ambulance  drivers; 

(ii)  Other  contingent  liabilities 

The  government  also  has  contingent  liabilities  in  the  form  of  indemnities,  indirect  guarantees  and  outstanding  claims.  Where 
indemnities  are  for  explicit  quantifiable  loans,  the  amounts  are  included  in  the  statement  of  guaranteed  debt. 

Under  the  Criminal  Injury  Compensation  Act ,  the  province  is  responsible  for  providing  compensation  to  victims  of  crime  in 
British  Columbia,  for  offences  described  in  the  Act. 

(iii)  Aboriginal  Land  Claims 

The  absence  of  treaties  relating  to  most  of  the  territory  constituting  British  Columbia  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  outstanding 
aboriginal  land  claims  across  British  Columbia.  Some  of  these  claims  have  resulted  in  litigation  but  most  have  simply  been  submitted 
to  governments  for  negotiation.  The  province's  position  on  these  claims  is  that,  although  the  province  recognizes  aboriginal  rights 
including  the  inherent  right  of  aboriginal  people  to  self-government,  the  precise  location,  scope,  and  content  of  these  rights  should 
be  established  not  through  litigation,  but  by  means  of  tripartite  negotiations  involving  the  federal  and  provincial  governments  and 
aboriginal  groups.  The  province  anticipates  that  these  negotiations  will  result  in  modern  day  treaties  defining  the  boundaries  and 
nature  of  aboriginal  lands  and  rights  and  ensure  a  more  stable  environment  for  resource  development  in  British  Columbia. 

Twenty-one  tribal  councils  and  bands  have  had  comprehensive  land  claims  accepted  for  negotiation  by  the  Government  of 
Canada.  The  claim  of  Nisga'a  Tribal  Council  in  the  Nass  Valley  in  northwestern  British  Columbia  is  the  only  claim  under  active 
negotiation,  although  both  the  federal  and  provincial  governments  are  committed  to  engaging  in  multiple  negotiations  over  the  next 
several  years. 

There  is  currently  one  major  aboriginal  rights  case  before  the  courts  in  British  Columbia.  It  involves  a  claim  by  Hereditary  Chiefs 
and  the  houses  they  represent  to  jurisdiction  and  control  over  approximately  5.5  million  hectares  located  in  mainly  rural  and 
wilderness  areas  of  British  Columbia.  They  also  seek  declarations  which  challenge  the  province's  ownership  and  jurisdiction  over  the 
lands,  mines,  minerals,  royalties,  resources  and  all  other  matters  within  the  claim  area.  They  assert  that  the  province's  jurisdiction  is 
subject  to  their  right  of  ownership  and  further  that  the  province  cannot  issue  licenses  or  permits  authorizing  the  use  of  any  resources. 
They  also  seek  damages  from  the  province  for  wrongful  appropriation  and  the  use  of  the  claim  area.  The  claim  was  dismissed  at  trial 
on  March  8, 1 991 .  The  trial  judge  held  that  all  land-based  aboriginal  rights  were  lawfully  extinguished  in  colonial  times  (pre  1 871 ). 
The  judgment  has  been  appealed  and  the  appeal  is  currently  before  the  British  Columbia  Court  of  Appeal.  The  province's  position  at 
the  appeal  is  consistent  with  its  policy  that  claims  should  be  negotiated  rather  than  litigated.  The  province  is  no  longer  taking  the 
position  that  all  aboriginal  rights  were  extinguished  during  colonial  times,  but  is  asserting  that  over  time  some  gradual  extinguishment 
has  occurred  through  the  granting  of  incompatible  interests  by  the  Crown.  The  province  has  asked  the  Court  to  limit  its  consideration 
at  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  to  broad  principles  of  law  with  respect  to  the  nature  of  aboriginal  rights  and  to  refer  the  specific  issues 
with  respect  to  the  scope  and  content  of  these  rights  to  negotiation.  Should  there  not  be  a  negotiated  settlement  of  this  case,  it  is  likely 
that  upon  a  decision  being  made  by  the  British  Columbia  Court  of  Appeal,  there  will  be  a  further  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada. 

There  area  number  of  other  cases  before  the  courts  in  which  aboriginal  rights  in  respect  of  land  and  other  natural  resources  have 
been  alleged.  Several  decisions  of  the  British  Columbia  Court  of  Appeal  are  pending.  However,  few  of  the  remaining  cases  are 
currently  being  actively  pursued  in  court. 

(c)  Commitments 

At  the  end  of  each  year,  government  has  a  number  of  commitments  outstanding  for  capital  contracts.  Such  future  expenditures  are  charged 
to  the  appropriation  in  the  year  in  which  the  work  or  service  is  performed.  Year-end  commitments  for  capital  contracts  totalled  approximately 
$63  million  (1 991 :  $222  million).

Explanatory  Note  on  Appropriations 


The  appropriation  amounts  presented  for  fiscal  1991/92  are  based  on  Interim  Suppy  Acts  augmented  by  special  warrants,  excluding 
statutory  authority. 

The  ministries  of  Social  Services,  Health  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Seniors  and  Education  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Multicultural- 
ism  and  Human  Rights  were  operating  under  full  supply. 

In  order  to  provide  a  comparison  of  expenditure  for  programs  to  previous  years  the  following  pages  of  detailed  expenditure  are  based  on 
the  Estimates. 

Explanatory  Notes  on  the  Group  Account  Classification 


Salaries  and  Benefits 

•  Base  Salaries  and  Overtime— includes  the  cost  of  base  salaries,  overtime  pay  and  lump  sum  payments,  for  all  permanent  and  temporary 
direct  employees  of  the  government. 

•  Supplementary  Salary  Costs— includes  the  cost  of  all  supplements  to  pay  such  as  shift  differentials,  premiums  and  allowances. 

•  Employee  Benefits— includes  the  cost  of  employer  contributions  to  employee  benefit  plans  and  pensions.  The  relocation  and  transfer 
expenses  of  employees  are  also  included. 

•  Legislative  Allowances — includes  the  cost  of  the  annual  MLA  indemnity  and  supplementary  salaries  as  authorized  under  sections  2  and  3 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Allowances  and  Pension  Act.  The  expense  allowance  payable  under  subsection  2  (1)  is  classified  under  Other 
Expenditures. 

Operating  Costs 

•  Boards,  Commissions  and  Courts -Fees,  and  Expenses — includes  fees  paid  to  board  and  commission  members,  juries  and  witnesses,  and 
related  travel  and  out-of-pocket  expenses. 

•  Public  Servant  Travel  Expenses — includes  travel  expenses  of  government  employees  and  officials  on  government  business  including 
prescribed  allowances. 

•  Professional  Services — includes  fees  and  expenses  for  professional  services  rendered  directly  to  government  such  as  legal,  engineering  or 
management  consulting  services. 

•  Information  Systems  Operating  Expenses — includes  all  costs  related  to  data,  voice,  image  and  text  processing  operations  and  services  such 
as  data  processing  and  line  charges,  supplies,  repairs,  maintenance  and  short-term  rentals  of  information  processing  equipment. 

•  Office  and  Business  Expenses — includes  materials,  supplies  and  services  required  for  the  operation  of  offices  and  the  conduct  of 
government  business. 

•  Informational  Advertising  and  Publications — includes  costs  associated  with  advertising  and  general  publications. 

•  Statutory  Notices,  Annual  Reports  and  Non-Discretionary  Publications — includes  costs  associated  with  special  notices  and  publications 
required  by  statute  and  regulations. 

•  Utilities,  Materials,  Supplies,  Vehicle  and  Equipment  Operation  and  Maintenance — includes  the  cost  of  services  such  as  the  supply  of 
water  and  electricity,  materials  and  supplies  required  for  normal  operation  of  government  services,  food  for  institutions  and  the  costs 
associated  with  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  government  vehicles,  machinery  and  equipment. 

•  Building  Occupancy  Charges — includes  payments  to  the  British  Columbia  Buildings  Corporation  (B.C.B.C.)  or  the  private  sector,  for  the 
rental  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and  office  accommodation. 

Asset  Acquisitions 

•  Data  and  Word  Processing  Systems — includes  the  purchase  or  capital  lease  cost  of  electronic  data  and  word  processing  equipment  and 
associated  software.  Also  includes  the  development  cost  of  new  data  and  word  processing  systems. 

•  Office  Furniture  and  Equipment — includes  the  purchase  or  capital  lease  cost  of  office  furniture  and  equipment  such  as  typewriters  and 
photocopiers. 

•  Lands,  Buildings  and  Works — includes  the  cost  of  acquiring  such  assets  through  purchase,  capital  lease  or  contract,  but  not  construction 
by  government  personnel. 

•  Machinery,  Equipment  and  Vehicles — includes  the  purchase  or  capital  lease  cost  of  aircraft,  ships,  vehicles,  machinery  and  equipment. 

Grants  and  Contributions 

•  Grants — includes  grant  payments  of  a  general  nature  to  individuals,  businesses,  non-profit  associations  and  others,  in  accordance  with 
established  eligibility  criteria,  where  there  are  no  contractual  requirements. 

•  Contributions — includes  payments  made  under  the  authority  of  a  contract,  agreement  or  statute,  to  public  bodies  and  organizations  for 
the  provision  of  specific  goods  and/or  services  to  the  general  public  where  the  government  has  some  control  over  how  the  funds  are  to  be 
spent,  what  goods  and/or  services  are  to  be  provided  and  which  groups  are  to  receive  these  goods  and/or  services. 

•  Transfer  Between  General  Fund,  Special  Funds  and  Special  Accounts — includes  transfers  between  Votes,  Special  Accounts  and  Special 
Funds.

Other  Expenditures 

•  Inventories — includes  payments  made  for  the  direct  purchase  of  items  to  be  held  for  resale  to  other  government  entities,  or  the  private 
sector,  or  for  redistribution  within  government,  and  adjustments  for  year  end  inventory  counts. 

•  Interest  on  the  Public  Debt — includes  only  interest  payments  on  the  direct  provincial  debt  borrowed  for  government  purposes. 

•  Other  Expenditures — includes  expenditures  which  cannot  be  reasonably  allocated  to  another  standard  object  of  expenditure,  such  as 
financing  costs,  valuation  allowances  and  certain  M.L.A.  expenses. 

Recoveries 

•  Recoveries  from  Within  Government — includes  recoveries  for  the  use  of  equipment  or  the  provision  of  goods  and  services  within  or 
between  ministries  of  the  provincial  government. 

•  Recoveries  from  Outside  of  Government — includes  costs  recovered  from  government  corporations,  other  levels  of  government,  and 
non-government  organizations.

This  vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  its  committees  including  indemnities,  allowances  and  salaries  for 
Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  officials  and  staff,  and  for  support  services  and  other  related  costs.  A  grant  is  provided  for  membership  in 
the  Commonwealth  Parliamentary  Association. 


Auditor  General 

Auditor  General 

This  vote  provides  for  the  salary  of  the  Auditor  General  and  costs  of  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the 
Auditor  General  Act.  These  requirements  involve  examination  of  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  government,  issuance  of  audit  reports  on  the 
government's  financial  statements,  and  submission  of  an  annual  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  work  of  the  Office.  The  Auditor 
General  is  also  responsible  for  audits  of  a  number  of  Crown  corporations  and  other  public  bodies.  A  grant  is  provided  to  the  Canadian 
Comprehensive  Auditing  Foundation.  Costs  incurred  for  certain  audits  are  recovered.

This  sub-vote  provides  for  development  of  policy  related  to  various  native  issues;  coordination  of  inter-ministry  work  on  program  issues; 
|  liaison  with  Indian  groups,  local  communities  and  the  federal  government  on  native  issues;  coordination  of  and  support  to  the  First  Peoples 
1  Heritage,  Language  and  Culture  Advisory  Committee;  and  administration  of  the  First  Citizens'  Fund  Special  Account.  Grants  and  contributions 
|  are  provided  to  the  Burns  Lake  Native  Development  Corporation,  the  First  Peoples'  Heritage,  Language  and  Culture  Council,  and  to  various 
j  organizations  for  native  community  development  initiatives.

(b)  Land  Claims  Negotiations 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  overall  coordination  and  development  of  government-wide  policies  and  strategies  for  negotiating  native 
land  claim  issues;  management  of  provincial  participation  in  the  land  negotiation  process;  and  public  education  and  consultation  on  land  claim 
matters  with  third  party  interests,  local  governments  and  other  British  Columbians.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  a  native  land  claim  registry 
to  receive,  review  and  evaluate  claim  proposals. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Nuwitti  Band  Settlement 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Indian  Cut-Off  Lands  Disputes  Act  (S.B.C.  1 982,  chap.  50,  sec.  5). 

Special  Account 

First  Citizens'  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  under  the  Revenue  Surplus  Appropriation  Act,  1 969,  was  continued  under  the  Funds 
Control  Act,  1 979,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 

The  account  promotes  the  advancement  and  expansion  of  the  cultural,  educational  and  economic  circumstances  and  position  of 
persons  of  the  North  American  Indian  race  who  were  born  in  and  are  residents  of  British  Columbia,  by  providing  guarantees  for  loans  made 
by  financial  institutions,  and  by  providing  other  forms  of  financial  assistance.  Interest  earned  each  year  on  the  account  balance  is  credited 
to  the  account  as  revenue.  Expenditures  consist  of  administration  costs  associated  with  the  delivery  of  certain  economic  development 
programs;  contributions,  which  include  provisions  for  doubtful  accounts;  and  support  for  native  economic  development  initiatives, 
student  bursaries  and  native  friendship  centre  operations. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 


Advanced  Education,  Training  and  Technology 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Advanced  Education,  Training  and  Technology,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister 
and  the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  administrative  services  and  operating  programs  of  the  ministry  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  deputy  minister's  office;  executive  direction  for  the  ministry;  financial,  human  resources  and  administrative 
services;  information  systems  and  communications  services;  and  policy,  planning  and  program  evaluation  services. 

(b)  Advanced  Education  Programs 

This  sub-vote  includes: 

(i)  Program  Management — Provides  for  management  and  program  support  for  universities,  colleges  and  institutes,  distance  education 
and  international  education.  Recoveries  are  received  for  participation  in,  and  administration  of,  federal/provincial  agreements  and 
activities; 

(ii)  Operating  Contributions,  Universities — Provides  for  contributions  towards  the  operating  expenses  of  the  provincial  universities 
including  instruction,  research,  support  services,  student  services  and  administration; 

(iii)  Matching  Program,  Universities — Provides  for  matching  financial  contributions  to  encourage  and  supplement  approved  private 
sector  cash  or  gift-in-kind  donations  to  establish  scholarships,  endowments,  research  initiatives  and  capital  projects; 

(iv)  Operating  Contributions,  Colleges  and  Institutes — Provides  for  contributions  towards  the  operating  expenses  of  colleges  and 
provincial  institutes  incorporated  under  the  College  and  Institute  Act  and  the  Institute  of  Technology  Act  and  other  educational 
agencies,  in  order  to  provide  post-secondary  educational  opportunities  and  marketable  skills  to  British  Columbia  residents  and  to 
assist  the  labour  force  to  remain  productive  and  competitive.  This  program  also  provides  contributions  to  colleges  and  institutes  for 
apprenticeship  training  and  matching  financial  contributions  to  encourage  and  supplement  cash  or  gift-in-kind  donations  for 
scholarships,  bursaries  and  capital  projects; 

(v)  Capital  Debt  Servicing — Provides  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  provisions  related  to  the  capital  costs  of  new  buildings, 
renovations  and  improvements  to  existing  university,  college  and  institute  facilities,  and  the  debt  servicing  costs  of  short-term 
borrowing  requirements  of  universities,  colleges  and  institutes; 

(vi)  Distance  Education — Provides  for  contributions  towards  the  development  and  delivery  of  university  and  college  programs  through 
distance  education  delivery  methods,  including  the  use  of  educational  television,  and  includes  contributions  for  provincial 
universities,  the  Open  Learning  Agency  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Learning; 

(vii)  International  Education — Provides  for  contributions  to  generate  international  education  projects  to  strengthen  educational,  cultural, 
social  and  economic  linkages  between  the  province  and  present  and  potential  trading  partners,  particularly  in  the  Asia-Pacific 
Region;  and 
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(viii)  Access  Programs  and  Enrolment — Provides  for  contributions  to  enhance  access  to  post-secondary  education  and  to  accommodate 
enrolment  growth  in  universities,  colleges,  institutes  and  distance  education. 

(c)  Student  Financial  Assistance 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management  and  financial  assistance  to  students  in  post-secondary  institutions.  This  assistance  is  in 
the  form  of  loans  issued  by  financial  institutions  and  guaranteed  by  the  province.  The  program  provides  for  interest  payments  and 
reimbursement  of  defaulted  loans  to  lending  institutions.  This  program  also  provides  for  grants  to  students,  contributions  by  the  province 
towards  the  partial  repayment  of  loans  to  students  who  successfully  complete  their  studies,  and  incentives  to  public  post-secondary  institutions 
to  provide  part-time  employment  to  students.  Recoveries  are  received  for  participation  in  Federal/Provincial  activities. 

(d)  Job  Training,  Apprenticeshipand  Labour  Market  Policy  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management  and  contributions  to  facilitate  services,  information  and  education  to  assist  businesses, 
industry  sectors,  individuals,  agencies  and  communities  in  developing  and  implementing  human  resource  development  strategies  and  plans; 
employment  and  training  initiatives;  and  assisting  the  disabled,  students,  youth,  older  workers,  employment  disadvantaged,  and  other  job 
seekers  in  need  of  assistance  to  make  career  decisions,  and  gain  access  to  employment  and  training  opportunities  or  other  adjustment 
assistance.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  labour  market  policy  development;  coordination  of  federal/provincial  activities  and  strategies;  a 
labour  market  information  system;  and  policy  development  and  assistance  for  persons  with  disabilities  including  the  coordination  of  the 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  of  Disabled  Persons  Agreement  and  appeal  mechanism.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides  for  the  British  Columbia 
Youth  Grants  Council  and  program,  provincial  apprenticeship  programs  and  related  boards,  the  administration  of  private  training  institutions 
and  the  Private  Post-Secondary  Education  Commission,  and  such  special  initiatives  as  the  Task  Force  on  Employment  and  Training. 

Science  and  Technology 

This  vote  provides  program  management  and  the  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Science  and  Technology  Fund  Special  Account  which  provides 
for  the  promotion  of  science  and  technology  initiatives  in  the  province,  with  focus  on  applied  research  and  development  to  enhance  resource 
industry  technologies  and  other  advanced  technologies. 

Statutory  Account 

E.R.D.A. — Interest  Expense 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec. 18(2)). 

Special  Account 

Science  and  Technology  Fund 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Science  and  Technology  Fund  Act,  1990.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  support  activities  which 
promote  industrial  competitiveness  in  new  technologies  and  traditional  industries,  help  create  new  export  industries,  and  develop  new 
technology  applications  and  technology  transfer.  Assistance  is  provided  through  support  of  research  and  development  projects,  including 
infrastructure  costs;  human  resource  development  and  public  awareness  activities;  and  support  for  special  projects  of  a  strategic,  longterm 
nature  including  federal/provincial  initiatives. 

Revenue  represents  transfers  from  the  General  Fund  voted  appropriations  and  revenue  produced  by  account  expenditures. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Financing  Transaction — Concessionary  Loans 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  a  financing  transaction  to  write-off  concessionary  loans. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Acf  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  14(1 )). 


Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the 
immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction  and  general  administration  of  the  ministry.  It  also  provides  for  development,  extension  and 
financial  services  as  well  as  marketing  and  economic  development  programs  for  the  agriculture,  aquaculture,  commercial  fisheries  and  food 
processing  sectors.  Major  activities  include: 
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(a)  Administrationand  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  of  the  ministry  and  administrative  support  services  including  financial,  personnel, 
communications,  information  systems  and  program  audit.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  policy  development,  program  planning,  economic 
and  statistical  analysis,  and  information  programs.  Contributions  are  provided  to  agricultural  and  food  organizations. 

(b)  Aquaculture  and  Commercial  Fisheries 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  aquaculture  and  commercial  fisheries  program.  This  includes  the  administration  of  parts  of  the  Fisheries  Act 
and  Fish  Inspection  Act;  technical  review  of  applications  for  tenure  and  licences;  provision  of  extension  services  to  the  aquaculture  industry; 
and  research  and  development  projects  related  to  shellfish,  marine  plants  and  finfish  farming.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides  for  licensing 
and  enforcement  of  regulations  pertaining  to  fish  buyers,  vendors  and  aquaculture  operators;  grants  and  contributions  in  support  of  the 
aquaculture  and  commercial  fish  industries;  funding  and  technical  assistance  for  the  handling,  processing  and  marketing  of  seafood  products; 
and  resource  use  and  environmental  impact  studies.  The  sub-vote  also  provides  for  the  development  of  domesticated  brood  stock  to  increase 
the  quality  and  supply  of  seed/egg  stocks  to  the  aquaculture  industry. 

(c)  Development  and  Extension 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  extension,  development,  specialist,  regulatory  and  market  development  programs  of  the  ministry  including: 

(i)  Extension  Services — Provides  for  on-farm  advice  and  office  consultation  to  farmers;  seminars,  workshops  and  field  days;  technical 
information  dissemination  to  producers;  milk,  soil,  feed  and  tissue  testing;  water  analysis;  the  animal  health  centre;  and  the  provincial 
4-H,  game  farming,  horse  industry  and  farm  management  programs; 

(ii)  Inspection — Provides  for  animal  health,  brand,  dairy  farm,  apiary  and  crop  inspections; 

(iii)  Licensing — Provides  for  the  licensing  of  sale  yard  operations,  production  and  sale  of  veterinary  drugs,  fur  farm  operations,  brand 
certificates,  game  farming  operations  and  poultry  processors; 

(iv)  Applied  Research/Demonstration — Provides  for  soil  and  fertilizer  correlation  trials,  livestock  performance  tests,  horticultural  crop 
development  and  improvement,  poultry  studies,  weed  control,  environmental  impact  and  other  agricultural  and  food  research,  and 
technology  transfer  initiatives;  and 

(v)  Grants  and  Contributions — Provides  for  grants  and  contributions  to  municipalities  and  regional  districts  under  the  Weed  Control  Act; 
grants  to  regional  committees  under  the  Grasshopper  Control  Act;  operating  grants  to  livestock  associations,  4-H  clubs  and  veterinary 
services;  grants  and  contributions  in  support  of  the  agriculture  and  aquaculture  industries;  and  grants  to  universities  for  agriculture, 
aquaculture  and  food  research. 

(d)  Financial  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  government/producer  cost-shared  crop  insurance,  national  tripartite  stabilization;  farm  income  insurance 
programs,  the  gross  revenue  insurance  program,  including  grants  (transfers)  to  the  Farm  Income  Assurance  Fund  Special  Account,  contributions 
to  the  Crop  Insurance  Trust  Account  and  contributions  to  the  federal  net  income  stabilization  account.  These  programs  contribute  to  the 
financial  stability  of  participating  British  Columbia  farmers  and  producers.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  Agricultural  Credit  Program,  which 
enhances  the  availability  of  credit  resources  for  producers  in  the  agriculture  and  aquaculture  sectors  throughout  the  province.  This  sub-vote 
also  provides  for  the  Agri-Food  Regional  Development  Subsidiary  Agreement  program  administration  costs;  contributions  in  support  of 
agriculture,  food  and  resource  development;  soil  and  water  conservation  and  promotion  of  winery  development.  Contributions  to  agriculture, 
food,  aquaculture  and  fisheries  businesses,  organizations  and  associations  are  also  provided  for  by  this  sub-vote.  The  federal  government 
reimburses  the.province  for  50  per  cent  of  its  contribution  to  the  Crop  Insurance  Trust  Account  and  allowable  administration  expenses,  which 
are  credited  as  a  recovery.  In  addition,  premiums  and  program  administration  fees  under  the  National  Tripartite  Price  Stabilization  Agreements 
are  recovered  from  producers.  Under  the  gross  revenue  insurance  program,  a  portion  of  administration  costs  are  recovered  from  the  federal 
government. 

Provincial  Agricultural  Land  Commission 

This  vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Provincial  Agricultural  Land  Commission.  Under  the  Agricultural  Land  Commission  Act,  the 
commission  is  responsible  for  encouraging  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  agricultural  land  in  the  province.  The  commission  advises 
municipalities  and  regional  districts  on  the  designation  of  the  Agricultural  Land  Reserve  and  decides  on  applications  for  the  exclusion  of  land 
from  the  reserve.  A  portion  of  fees  for  applications  made  under  the  Agricultural  Land  Commission  Act  and  the  Soil  Conservation  Act  are  paid 
out  of  this  vote  to  local  governments  for  services  provided  in  the  application  process. 

Agri-Food  Regional  Development  Subsidiary  Agreement 

This  vote  provides  for  financial  assistance  to  producers  and  associations  for  the  conservation  and  development  of  the  province's 
agricultural  resources.  Funds  are  provided  under  a  $40,000,000  agreement  with  the  federal  government  which  terminates  in  1991/92. 
Initiatives  include  the  enhancement  of  productivity  in  the  agricultural  sector,  resource  enhancement  through  the  construction  of  irrigation  and 
drainage  systems  and  commodity  development  through  programs  such  as  the  financing  of  new  agricultural  support  facilities.  This  subsidiary 
agreement  is  a  component  of  the  Canada/British  Columbia  Economic  and  Regional  Development  Agreement. 
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Okanagan  Valley  Tree  Fruit  Authority 

This  vote  provides  for  a  contribution  to  the  authority  for  net  operating  costs.  The  authority's  mandate  is  to  ensure  an  efficient  and 
coordinated  approach  to  the  revitalization  and  transformation  of  the  Interior  tree  fruit  industry  to  a  strong,  dynamic  and  competitive  industry. 
Programs  are  consistent  with  the  authority's  responsibilities  and  powers  as  defined  in  the  Okanagan  Valley  Tree  Fruit  Authority  Act  and  include 
assisting  orchard  renovation,  marketing,  research  and  development,  education  and  advisory  services,  new  grower  entry,  communications, 
conservation  and  land  management. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Livestock  Improvement 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Cattle  Horn  Act  (R.S.B.C.  1979,  chap.  44,  sec.  7). 

Farm  Management  Initiatives 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)).  The 
agreement  facilitated  development  of  initiatives  within  the  agriculture  industry  in  support  of  farm  management  programs.  Agriculture 
Canada  provided  funds  to  support  the  development  of  background  information  and  training  courses  related  to  risk  management  in 
agriculture,  investment  decisions  and  analysis,  business  analysis  and  marketing  programs  for  the  beef  and  vegetable  commodities  and  to 
analyze  the  farm  management  practices  and  training  requirements  of  British  Columbia  Farmers. 

Sustainable  Agriculture  Initiative 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22  (1 )).  The 
agreement  funded  the  establishment  of  three  producer  conservation  groups  to  prepare  environmental  degradation  inventories  for  their 
areas,  propose  solutions,  planned  demonstrations  and  implementation  of  technologies  and  practices  for  enhancing  environmental 
sustainability.  In  addition,  two  short-term  research  projects  which  directly  address  problems  considered  to  be  priorities  in  the  lower  Fraser 
Valley  were  funded. 

Interchange  Canada  Program 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)).  The 
Interchange  Canada  Program  is  designed  to  promote,  plan  and  administer  exchange  assignments  between  the  Public  Services  of  Canada 
and  other  sectors  of  the  Canadian  economy.  This  program  will  provide  for  full  recovery  of  salary  and  benefits.  Health  and  Welfare  Canada 
will  pay  50%  of  the  relocation  costs  and  100%  of  any  other  expenses  incurred  while  on  assignment. 

Special  Accounts 

Agricultural  Land  Development 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Finance  Statutes  Amendment  Act,  1 981  which  amended  the  Agricultural  Land 
Development  Act.  This  fund  was  subsequently  changed  to  a  Special  Account  by  the  Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982,  and  the  Agricultural 
Land  Development  Actwas  repealed  and  incorporated  into  the  Agricultural  Credit  Act. 

The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  make  loans,  on  a  revolving  basis,  for  the  purposes  specified  under  the  Agricultural  Credit  Act. 
Revenue  represents  interest  received  on  outstanding  loans.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations.  Financing 
transaction  receipts  represent  principal  repayments  on  outstanding  loans  and  disbursements  represent  new  loans  issued. 

Crop  Insurance  Stabilization 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Crop  Insurance  Stabilization  Fund  Act,  1 967.  It  was  continued  by  the  Insurance 
for  Crops  Act,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982.  The  account  provides  for  the  financial 
stability  of  any  plan  under  the  crop  insurance  program. 

The  account  has  no  operating  revenue  or  expenditure.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations.  Advances 
(disbursements)  are  provided  to  cover  deficits  in  the  Crop  Insurance  Trust  Account  that  may  arise  due  to  payment  of  indemnity  claims  in 
excess  of  premiums  and  other  revenue  in  the  Trust  Account.  These  advances  are  to  be  fully  recovered  from  crop  insurance  program 
premium  revenue  in  subsequent  years  (receipts). 

The  account  had  an  original  balance  of  $1 0,000,000  which  was  depleted  in  1 985/86.  An  additional  $1 0,000,000  was  added  to  the 
balance  of  the  account  in  1 986/87,  and  $5,000,000  was  added  to  the  balance  in  1 987/88. 

Farm  Income  Assurance  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Farm  Income  Assurance  Act,  1 973  and  the  Special  Funds  Appropriation  Act, 

1 974.  It  was  continued  under  the  Farm  Income  Insurance  Act  and  the  Funds  Control  Act,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the 
Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988.  The  account  establishes  and  administers  farm  income  insurance  plans  for  farmers 
in  the  province  as  designated  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council.  There  are  plans  currently  in  effect  for  the  following  commodity 
groups:  beef,  blueberries,  potatoes,  processed  vegetables,  sheep,  swine,  tree-fruits  and  strawberries. 

One  half  of  the  annual  revenue  of  the  account  for  the  above  commodities  comes  from  participating  producers'  contributions  while, 
the  other  half  comes  from  a  matching  provincial  government  contribution  voted  from  the  General  Fund  (Vote  1 0).  Expenditures  include 
claim  payments  to  qualifying  producers. 
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Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food — Continued 

In  1 991 ,  a  revenue  protection  plan  for  the  grain  and  oilseeds  sector  was  implemented.  Revenues  for  the  revenue  protection  plan  for 
grains  and  oilseeds  are  derived  from  premiums  which  are  cost  shared  by  participating  producers,  the  province  and  the  federal  government 
under  terms  of  the  Gross  Revenue  Insurance  Program.  The  province's  contribution  to  the  annual  premiums  (25  per  cent  of  the  total 
premiums)  is  voted  from  the  General  Fund  (Vote  1 0).  Expenditures  include  claim  payments  to  qualifying  producers.  Financing  transactions 
are  in  the  form  of  interest  bearing  loans,  if  required,  to  offset  deficits.  In  future  years,  deficits  will  be  repaid  from  premium  revenues. 
Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 

Livestock  Protection 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Domestic  Animal  Protection  Act,  1973,  was  continued  under  the  Livestock 
Protection  Act,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide 
compensation  to  an  owner  for  livestock  killed  or  injured  by  a  dog  that  is  not  owned  or  kept  by  the  livestock  owner  and  also  to  encourage 
good  dog  husbandry  practices  in  the  province. 

All  fees,  licences  and  cost  assessments  levied  underthe  Livestock  Protection  Act  are  credited  to  the  account  as  revenue.  Expenditures 
include  compensation  grants  and  administration  costs. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14  (1)). 


Attorney  General 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  Attorney  General  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  management  direction  of  the  ministry  and  operation  of  ministry  programs  including: 

(a)  Administrationand  Management  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  ministry  management,  policy  and  program  development,  financial  services,  information  technology 
development  and  services,  facilities  services,  personnel  services  (including  personnel  services  for  the  Ministry  of  Solicitor  General), 
administrative  support  and  communications  services.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  agencies  providing  services  which  complement 
ministry  programs. 

(b)  Court  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  managerial  and  operational  support  for  Courts  throughout  the  province  including  administrative  staff  and 
services,  sheriff  services,  reporting  and  recording  services,  facilities  and  operational  systems.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Insurance 
Corporation  of  British  Columbia  for  the  retrieval  of  licence  plates  from  unlicensed  or  uninsured  drivers  and  from  the  federal  government  for 
cost-shared  programs. 

(c)  Legal  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  legal  services  to  the  province  and  various  boards,  committees  and  societies  including  legal  advice, 
representation  in  civil  litigation,  and  the  drafting,  preparation,  filing  and  publication  of  statutes,  regulations  and  Orders  in  Council.  A  grant  is 
provided  to  the  Canadian  Law  Information  Centre  for  computer  access  to  a  nation-wide  inventory  of  legal  information. 

(d)  Criminal  Justice 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  Crown  counsel  services  including  advice  to  government  on  matters  of  criminal  law  and  its 
enforcement  and  development  of  policies  and  procedures  in  matters  pertaining  to  criminal  law. 

(e)  Justice  Support  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  various  boards,  commissions  and  statutory  services  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Attorney  General 
including  the  operations  of  the  Law  Reform  Commission,  the  Land  Title  Branch  and  the  Expropriation  Compensation  Board.  This  sub-vote  also 
provides  for  family  maintenance  enforcement  activities,  services  for  victims  of  crime,  public  legal  education  and  administration  of  community 
programs.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the  Legal  Services  Society  and  to  agencies  and  societies  providing  services  which  complement  ministry 
programs.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Law  Foundation  for  the  activities  of  the  Law  Reform  Commission. 

(f)  Crown  Proceeding  Act 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  payments  made  under  the  statutory  authority  of  the  Crown  Proceeding  Act.  These  payments  are  administered 
by  Legal  Services. 
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Attorney  General — Continued 
Judiciary 

This  vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  judiciary  including: 

(a)  Superior  Courts 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administrative  and  support  services  for  the  Court  of  Appeal  and  Supreme  Court  located  in  the  province. 

(b)  Provincial  Courts 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operational  budgets  for  the  Provincial  Court  of  British  Columbia.  A  contribution  is  provided  to  the  British 
Columbia  Courthouse  Library  Society. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Unclaimed  Monies  Act 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Unclaimed  Money  Act  (R.S.B.C.  1 979,  chap.  41 8,  sec.  4). 

Pemberton  Flood 

This  account  vvas  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Flood  Relief  Act  (R.S.B.C.  1979,  chap.  1 38,  sec. 2). 

Southern  British  Columbia  Flood

The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  make  payments  to  owners  or  purchasers  of  real  property  to  defray,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  costs  attributable  to  survey  work  that  restores  or  reestablishes  insufficient  or  missing  survey  evidence,  corrects  survey  errors, 
resolves  conflicts  concerning  unascertainable  parcel  boundaries  or  provides  access  to  land  granted  by  the  Crown. 

The  account  was  originally  established  with  a  balance  of  $  1 00,000  through  an  appropriation  from  the  General  Fund.  No  revenue  has 
since  been  credited  to  the  account. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Office  of  the  Public  Trustee 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Public  Trustee  Amendment  Act,  1 989.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  services  to  clients  of 
the  Public  Trustee,  including  those  incompetent  to  manage  their  own  affairs,  deceased  estates  where  no  other  person  is  willing  or  able  to 
act,  minors  in  receipt  of  settlements,  and  missing  persons.  Revenue  represents  fees  and  commissions  paid  by  clients  of  the  Public  Trustee 
for  services  rendered,  and  interest  on  inactive  estates.  Expenditures  are  for  costs  directly  related  to  the  provision  of  services  to  clients  and 
for  administration. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account.

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Development,  Trade  and  Tourism,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the 
immediate  staff.  This  vote  also  provides  for  the  offices  of  the  Ministers  of  Regional  and  Economic  Development,  International  Business  and 
Immigration  and  Tourism  for  the  period  ending  April  1 5, 1 991 . 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  administrative  services  and  operating  programs  of  the  ministry  including: 

(a)  Management  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  Deputy  Minister's  office  and  executive  direction  of  the  ministry;  communications  and  public  affairs; 
financial,  administrative,  personnel,  and  computing  services  for  the  ministry  and  its  client,  the  Ministry  of  Native  Affairs;  and  administrative 
assistance  to  the  Provincial  Tourism  Advisory  Council.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  organizations  to  support  special  projects  to 
encourage  new  investment,  market  development  and  activities  which  complement  ministry  programs;  and  to  the  British  Columbia  Pavilion 
Corporation  to  compensate  the  corporation  for  its  net  cash  operating  losses. 

(b)  Development 

This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Economic  Development — Provides  for  preparation  of  provincial  economic  development  policy  options;  the  design,  negotiation  and 
evaluation  of  federal/provincial,  joint  government/industry  and  provincial  economic  initiatives  and  management  of  related 
economic  development  programs;  co-administration  of  the  Major  Project  Review  Process;  and  provision  of  ministry  library  services. 
Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  businesses  and  other  entities  to  pursue  development  opportunities  in  British  Columbia; 

(ii)  Business  Development—  Provides  for  policies  and  programs  which  promote  business  start-up,  expansion  and  restructuring 
including:  providing  financial  incentives  and  business  advice;  enhancing  the  availability  of  risk  capital;  identifying  and  marketing 
business  opportunities;  evaluating  business  development  programs;  undertaking  intergovernmental  and  business/government 
development  initiatives;  and  providing  for  the  Job  Protection  commission.  Loans,  loan  guarantees,  grants,  contributions  and  other 
financial  incentives  are  provided  to  encourage  business  development  in  the  province;  and 

(iii)  Regional  Development — Provides  for  access  to  government  services  through  the  operation  of  Government  Agents'  offices  across  the 
province;  revenue  collection  on  behalf  of  ministries  and  public  bodies;  and  programs  and  contributions  which  assist  regional  groups 
and  committees  in  setting  community  priorities  and  implementing  regional  economic  development  initiatives.  A  portion  of 
Government  Agent  operating  costs  is  recovered  from  ministries  and  public  bodies. 

(c)  Trade 

This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Investment  and  International  Operations — Provides  for  programs  to  promote  foreign  investment  in  the  province  including:  assistance 
for  incoming  and  outgoing  trade  and  investment  missions;  payment  of  travel  expenses  outside  of  Canada,  including  prescribed 
allowances  to  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  Parliamentary  Secretaries  and  related  staff;  funding  for  long  term  trade 
development  initiatives  including  the  International  Financial  Centre,  International  Commercial  Arbitration  Centre  and  the  Asia 
Pacific  Foundation;  and  grants  to  various  entities  to  encourage  investment.  Provision  is  also  made  for  contributions  to  other 
organizations  toward  the  operation  of  foreign  commercial  offices  and  for  establishing  and  operating  out-of-province  offices.  Certain 
program  and  seminar  costs  and  some  costs  incurred  for  operating  certain  out-of-province  offices  are  partially  recovered;  and 

(ii)  Trade  and  International  Policy — Provides  for  development  of  provincial  positions  on  trade  negotiations,  trade  actions  and  related 
issues  including  statistical  analysis  of  international  economic  trends;  and  advisory  services  relating  to  international  agreements  such 
as  the  Canada/United  States  Free  Trade  Agreement  and  the  General  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade. 

(d)  Tourism 

This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Tourism  Services  and  Development — Provides  for  activities  which  support  the  tourist  industry  including:  providing  advisory  services 
and  coordinating  and  implementing  tourism  research  and  information  management;  managing  the  tourism  toll  free  telephone 
inquiry  program  and  distributing  tourism  promotional  material;  encouraging  greater  cooperation  between  government  and  industry; 
and  identifying  and  assisting  in  developing  new  tourism  products  and  opportunities.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  the 
Travel  Information  Network,  the  Pacific  Rim  Institute  of  Tourism  and  to  other  organizations  for  the  partial  support  of  tourism  related 
projects  and  activities.  Costs  incurred  for  operating  the  SuperHost  program,  Travel  InfoNet,  and  the  research  programs  are  partially 
recovered  from  program  revenues;  and 

(ii)  Tourism  Marketing — Provides  for  local,  national  and  international  marketing  of  British  Columbia  as  a  tourist  destination  including 
coordinating  and  implementing  tourism  advertising  and  promoting  special  events  and  trade  conventions.  Grants  and  contributions 
are  provided  to  regional  tourist  associations  and  other  entities  to  support  joint  marketing  programs  Costs  incurred  for  certain  of  these 
activities  are  partially  recovered  from  other  organizations  working  in  partnership  with  the  ministry. 

|  (e)  Reserves  for  Doubtful  Accounts 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  reserves  for  doubtful  accounts  for  loans  and  write-down  of  investments  made  under  the  Industrial  Development 
|  Incentive  Act,  and  for  other  repayable  loans  made  by  the  ministry  under  the  Travel  Industry  Development  Subsidiary  Agreement.  It  also 
provides  for  reserves  for  potential  payouts  on  loan  guarantees  made  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act. 
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Economic  Development,  Small  Business  and  Trade — Continued 
Economic  and  Regional  Development  Subsidiary  Agreements  (ERDA) 

This  vote  provides  program,  implementation  and  administrative  funding  for  three  subsidiary  agreements  under  the  Canada/British 
Columbia  Economic  and  Regional  Development  Agreement  (ERDA).  Expenditures  in  1991/92  are  to  complete  projects  and  other  activities 
initiated  in  previous  years.  The  three  subsidiary  agreements,  which  together  provided  for  up  to  $200  million  in  funding  from  the  federal  and 
provincial  governments  over  five  years,  include: 

(a)  Tourist  Industry  Development  Subsidiary  Agreement 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  grants  and  contributions  to  tourism  industry  associations  and  other  entities  for  professional  development 
activities,  tourism  development  projects,  visitor  surveys,  evaluations,  economic  opportunity  studies  for  the  development  of  the  province's 
tourism  industry  and  administrative  and  implementation  expenditures. 

(b)  Small  Business  Incentives  Subsidiary  Agreement  . 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administrative  and  implementation  expenditures  for  the  program  which  is  designed  to  assist  the  development 
of  the  province's  small  business  sector. 

(c)  Industrial  Development  Subsidiary  Agreement 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  opportunity  identification  studies,  and  for  administrative  and  implementation  expenditures  for  the  program. 

British  Columbia  Trade  Development  Corporation 

This  vote  provides  for  the  following: 

(a)  Contribution  To  The  British  Columbia  Trade  Development  Corporation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  a  contribution  to  the  corporation  for  net  operating  costs.  The  corporation's  mandate  is  to  facilitate  the  export  of 
British  Columbia  products  and  services.  Programs  include  provision  of  business  information,  export  counselling  and  training,  export  financing 
assistance  and  marketing. 

(b)  Export  Financing  Guarantee  Program 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  a  contribution  to  a  reserve  fund  from  which  loan  guarantee  payouts  under  the  Export  Financing  Guarantee 
Program  will  be  made  if  required.  The  program  guarantees  loans  or  bonding  provided  by  financial  institutions  to  exporters  who  require  working 
capital,  performance  bonds,  or  bid  bonds  to  complete  export  orders. 

Special  Accounts 

Industrial  Development  Subsidiary  Agreement  Loan  Repayment  Revolving  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  in  1 979  as  a  revolving  fund  by  the  Industrial  Development  Fund  Act  and  was  changed  to  a  Special 
Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1  988.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  accumulate  principal  and 
interest  payments  on  outstanding  loans  made  under  the  Community  Industrial  Development  Program  of  the  federal/provincial  Industrial 
Development  Subsidiary  Agreement,  which  could  be  used  to  make  further  loans  under  the  program.  The  balance  presented  in  the 
statement  above  represents  only  provincial  assets. 

This  revolving  Special  Account's  balance  was  established  over  several  years  through  equal  capital  contributions  from  the  federal  and 
provincial  governments  and  from  interest  earned  on  the  account's  outstanding  loans  and  funds  on  deposit.  This  interest  is  credited  to  the 
account,  and  is  recorded  as  provincial  revenue  although  it  is  to  be  shared  equally  between  the  two  governments  under  the  terms  of  the 
agreement.  Accordingly,  the  province  records  an  expense  against  the  account  each  year  equal  to  one-half  of  the  annual  interest  earned. 
This  expense  does  not  decrease  the  account  balance,  but  simply  ensures  that  one-half  of  the  account's  overall  balance  is  recorded  as  funds 
of  the  federal  government,  to  be  paid  upon  the  termination  of  the  account.  The  federal  government  has  requested  that  its  existing  share  of 
the  account  balance  be  paid  back.  Interest  will  continue  to  be  paid  to  the  federal  government  as  it  is  collected. 

Revenue  for  1 990/91  and  1 991/92  represents  interest  earned  on  outstanding  loans  and  funds  on  deposit.  Expenditures  represent  the 
provincial  share  of  bad  debt  expenditures  and  the  federal  share  of  interest  revenue.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted 
appropriations.  Receipts  represent  the  total  principal  repayments  on  outstanding  loans.  Disbursements  represent  new  loan  authorizations. 
No  new  loans  are  anticipated  from  this  Special  Account. 

Northeast  Coal 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Special  Funds  Act  (S.B.C.  1 980,  chap.  40)  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account 
under  the  Special  Appropriations  Act  (S.B.C.  1 982,  chap.  40).  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  money  for  the  construction  and 
initial  development  phases  of  coal  development  in  northeastern  British  Columbia,  and  for  the  coordination,  planning  and  administration 
of  the  coal  project. 

The  account  received  a  $20,000,000  appropriation  from  the  General  Account  in  1 980.  No  interest  or  other  revenue  has  been  credited 
to  the  account  balance  since  1 980  and  no  expenditures  have  been  made  since  1 984/85.  This  account  is  being  dissolved  in  the  1 991/92. 

Financing  Transaction — Concessionary  Loans 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  a  financing  transaction  to  write-off  concessionary  loans. 
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Economic  Development,  Small  Business  and  Trade — Continued 
Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 


Education  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Multiculturalism  and  Human  Rights 

Vote  21 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Education,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Vote  22 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  overall  policy  development  for  the  ministry,  management  of  funding  for  public  and  independent  school  systems, 
and  administrative  and  support  services  in  the  ministry  and  other  educational  initiatives  carried  on  in  the  province  on  behalf  of  the  ministry. 
Major  programs  and  activities  include: 

(a)  Deputy  Minister's  Office 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  management  of  the  ministry,  communications  services  and  support  for  the  Education  Advisory  Council.  Central 
direction  is  provided  for  curriculum  planning  and  development,  special  education  programs,  policy  and  legislative  changes  and  financial 
management  services.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  grants  to  partially  support  societies  offering  programs  not  provided  by  educational 
institutions  and  provides  for  projects  to  develop  and  enhance  the  provincial  educational  system. 

(b)  Finance  And  Administration 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  development  and  operation  of  major  financial  systems  including  annual  capital  and  operating  budgets, 
expenditure  and  financial  management,  personnel  management  and  for  support  of  women's  program  initiatives.  This  sub-vote  also  provides 
financial  support  services  for  the  preparation  and  analysis  of  school  district  operating  budgets  and  capital  expenditure  programs,  and  for  policy 
directions  resulting  from  the  Royal  Commission  on  Education.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides  for  ministry  office  space,  telecommunications 
services  for  the  ministry,  liaison  with  some  Crown  corporations  and  central  agencies  of  government,  and  the  internal  financial  operations  of 
the  ministry. 

(c)  Independent,  National  and  International  Education 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  inspection,  classification,  registration  and  recommendation  of  independent  schools  for  provincial  contribu¬ 
tions.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  leadership  and  administration  in  educational  initiatives  in  the  Pacific  Rim,  administration  of  the  provincial 
student  and  teacher  exchange  programs,  and  the  ministry's  share  of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  Education  (Canada) 
and  the  Canadian  Education  Association.  Finally,  this  sub-vote  provides  for  correspondence  education  for  any  British  Columbia  student  unable 
to  take  the  .regular. school  program.  Grants  are  provided  to  individuals,  school  districts  and  non-profit  societies  in  support  of  the  Pacific  Rim 
project.  Recoveries  are  received  from  students  enroled  in  correspondence  courses  and  from  the  Hong  Kong  selection  office  for  student  testing 
fees  and  miscellaneous  sources. 

(d)  Educational  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  developing  the  content  of  educational  programs  and  managing  public  instruction  through  curriculum 
development.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  forevaluation,  assessment  and  assistance  in  organizing  special  education  and  the  provision  of  direct 
services  including  Jericho  Hill  School  residences  and  the  Resource  Centre  for  the  Visually  Impaired.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides  for 
policy  liaison  between  the  ministry  and  school  districts,  management  of  Native  language  and  culture  initiatives,  gender  equity  and  governance 
initiatives  and  teaching  profession  programs.  Finally,  this  sub-vote  support  for  textbooks  and  media  materials  for  public  and  independent 
schools,  and  for  policy  directions  resulting  from  the  Royal  Commission  on  Education  including  development  and  implementation  of  a  four  year 
ungraded  primary  program,  development  of  a  common  intermediate  curriculum  for  years  four  through  ten  and  a  revised  graduation  program. 

I  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  individuals.  Native  bands  and  educational  institutes  for  the  teaching  profession,  Native  culture 
j  initiatives  and  implementation  activities.  Recoveries  are  received  form  the  sale  of  supplementary  textbooks  and  materials,  meals  at  Jericho  Hill 
School  and  other  miscellaneous  sources. 

(e)  Policy,  Standardsand  Evaluation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  coordination  and  development  of  policies,  legislation,  computer  systems  and  information  management.  This 
!  sub->vote  also  provides  for  operations  of  learning  assessment,  accountability,  evaluation  and  educational  research  programs  including  the 
j  provincial  Final,  General  Educational  Development  and  Scholarship  exams.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  a  student  data 
I  collection  and  learner  profile  system,  a  school  accreditation  program  and  for  policy  directions  resulting  from  the  Royal  Commission  on 
;  Education.  Grants  are  provided  to  students  for  the  Passport  to  Education  and  Scholarship  programs  and  recoveries  are  received  for  general 
I  educational  development  tests,  fees  for  final  transcripts,  provincial  examination  re-read  fees  and  other  miscellaneous  sources. 
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Education  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Multiculturalism  and  Human  Rights — Continued 
Vote  23 — Public  Schools  Education 

This  vote  provides  for  financial  support  of  school  districts.  Major  programs  and  activities  include: 

(a)  Contributions  for  Schools-Operating 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  provincial  block  contributions  to  local  school  district  operating  budgets  and  contributions  and  support  for 
learning  resources.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  funding  to  school  districts  for  policy  directions  resulting  from  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Education. 

(b)  Contributions  for  Schools-Debt  Service 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  provincial  contributions  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  for  approved  capital  construction 
projects  carried  on  by  school  boards  and  equipment  purchases  for  schools,  including  the  debt  servicing  contribution  for  the  capital  construction 
program  resulting  from  the  Royal  Commission  on  Education. 

(c)  Contributions  for  Schools  Support 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  projects  relating  to  computer  technology  acquisition  and  implementation  in  the  education  system, 
contributions  to  school  districts  for  the  operation  of  regional  correspondence  centres  and  contributions  to  schools  and  other  agencies  for 
continuing  education.  This  sub--vote  also  provides  for  contracted  programs  such  as  those  for  severely  handicapped  children  in  residential 
centres,  the  employer's  cost  for  medical  premiums  for  retired  teachers  and  contributions  for  public  school  liability  and  property  loss  coverage. 

Vote  24 — Independent  Schools 

This  vote  provides  for  provincial  contributions  to  eligible  independent  schools,  contributions  for  special  education  initiatives  in 
independent  schools,  contributions  and  support  for  learning  resources,  and  contributions  related  to  computer  technology  acquisition  in 
independent  schools.  This  vote  also  provides  for  policy  directions  resulting  from  the  Royal  Commission  on  Education. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Canadian  Official  Languages  Program 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22  (1)).  These  funds 
are  contributed  by  the  federal  government  in  accordance  with  the  Canada-British  Columbia  Agreement  on  the  Official  Languages  in 
Education  to  support  the  maintenance  and  development  of  minority  language  in  education. 

Construction  of  School  Facilities 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22  (1)).  These  funds 
are  contributed  by  the  federal  government  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  school  facilities,  a  three-party  agreement  entered  into  with  the 
province,  the  Band  Council  of  the  Tl'azt'en  Nation,  and  the  Government  of  Canada. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 


Energy,  Mines  and  Petroleum  Resources 

Minister's  Office 

,  This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Energy,  Mines  and  Petroleum  Resources,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and 
the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  activities  including: 

(a)  Administrationand  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  financial  and  personnel  management  services;  coordination  of  legislative  requirements;  data 
management  and  office  automation  systems;  administrative  services  including  property,  accommodation,  vehicle,  machinery  and  materials 
requirements  and  inventories;  and  communications.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  assessment,  collection  and  audit  of  mineral,  mineral  land, 
coal,  petroleum  and  natural  gas  taxes  and  royalties. 

(b)  Executive  Management 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  senior  executive  direction,  information  services,  and  public  relations  for  the  ministry. 
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Energy,  Mines  and  Petroleum  Resources — Continued 

(c)  Energy  Resources 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  formulation  and  implementation  of  provincial  energy  policies  including  the  energy  project  review  process, 
energy  forecasts,  strategic  energy  studies  and  energy  surplus  management.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  the  administration  and  disposition 
of  petroleum,  natural  gas,  underground  storage,  and  geothermal  resource  rights  in  a  manner  to  bring  maximum  economic  and  social  benefit 
to  the  province.  The  sub-vote  supports  the  development  and  conservation  of  these  resources,  and  enforces  regulation  of  petroleum  exploration 
and  production  operations  to  ensure  safe  operation  and  environmental  protection  during  seismic  exploration.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  the 
determination  of  oil  and  natural  gas  reserves  of  British  Columbia,  including  offshore  reserves,  and  maintenance  of  the  data  base  on  the 
sedimentary  geology  of  British  Columbia,  including  storage  of  well  cores,  logs  and  records.  Provision  is  made  for  reports  required  under 
statutes,  plus  statistical  and  informational  reports  on  petroleum  exploration  and  development,  and  information  and  service  to  the  petroleum 
industry  on  a  fee  for  service  basis.  Services  include  the  provision  of  geological  information,  maps  and  tenure  documentation  to  support  and 
encourage  an  active  petroleum  industry  in  the  province,  the  maintenance  of  petroleum  resource  roads  and  the  maintenance  of  security  and 
performance  deposits  in  trust.  The  Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  project  is  administered  under  this  sub-vote.  Grants  are  provided  to 
industry  for  energy-related  studies  and  special  projects. 

(d)  Mineral  Resources 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  formulation,  advancement  and  administration  of  policies  and  programs  for  the  discovery  and  orderly 
development  of  mineral  resources  to  achieve  maximum  economic  and  social  benefits  for  the  province.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for 
administration  and  enforcement  of  provincial  legislation  and  regulations  to  ensure  the  province's  mineral  and  coal  resources  are  extracted  in 
a  manner  consistent  with  worker  health  and  safety,  public  safety,  resource  conservation,  and  environmental  sensitivity.  Provision  is  also  made 
for  the  administration  of  title  to  the  mineral  and  coal  resources  of  the  province,  and  the  continued  development  of  efficient  and  effective  records 
systems.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  projects,  programs  and  grants  to  facilitate  the  exploration  and  discovery  of  mineral  and  coal  resources 
through  geological  mapping,  surveys,  prospector  training,  information  services  and  analytical  laboratory  support.  Funds  are  provided  for 
maintenance  of  a  data  base  on  the  mineral  industry,  and  development  and  implementation  of  appropriate  policies  for  the  mineral  sector.  This 
sub-vote  ensures  that  mineral  lands  are  adequately  assessed  and  managed  in  relation  to  competing  land  uses  for  the  optimum  benefit  to  the 
province;  encourages  research  and  technical  innovation  in  related  fields;  and  provides  grants  to  various  mine  rescue  safety  associations  and  to 
industry  for  special  studies  and  projects.  Recoveries  are  received  for  expenses  related  to  the  use  of  ministry  equipment  and  facilities. 

(e)  Power  and  Gas  Line  Extensions 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  extension  of  natural  gas  and  electricity  services  to  rural  areas  of  the  province. 

British  Columbia  Utilities  Commission 

This  vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  British  Columbia  Utilities  Commission,  as  authorized  under  the  Utilities  Commission  Act.  The 
Commission  is  responsible  for  the  regulation  of  all  utilities  in  the  province.  These  responsibilities  include  conducting  public  hearings  into  major 
energy  projects  and  energy  use  proposals.  The  Commission  recovers  its  costs  from  hearing  proponents,  regulated  utilities  and  other  parties  as 
appropriate. 

Fort  Nelson  Indian  Band  Mineral  Revenue  Sharing  Agreement 

This  vote  provides  for  grants  to  the  Fort  Nelson  Indian  Band  resulting  from  the  production  of  natural  gas  and  the  sale  of  natural  gas  interests 
underlying  the  Fort  Nelson  Indian  Reserve.  Payments  are  made  in  accordance  with  the  federal/provincial  agreement,  as  specified  under  the 
Fort  Nelson  Indian  Reserve  Minerals  Revenue  Sharing  Act. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Interest  on  Revenue  Refunds 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  24  (1)). 

Acid  Mine  Drainage  Research 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22  (1 )).  Funds  were 
contributed  by  Noranda  Minerals  Inc.  for  research  into  means  to  reduce  the  environmental  impacts  of  mining. 

Mines  Improvement 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Mines  Act  (S.B.C.  1 980,  chap.  28,  sec.  1 7  (2)). 

Special  Account 

Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Assistance 

This  account  was  created  by  authority  of  the  Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Act,  1 989.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to 
provide  $  55,000,000  to  establish  a  financial  assistance  program  for  the  conversion  of  oil,  propane  or  other  fuel  fired  appl  iances  to  the  use 
of  natural  gas  and  to  provide  loans  of  up  to  $  25,000,000  in  total  to  facilitate  construction  of  a  natural  gas  pipeline  to  Vancouver  Island. 

Expenditure  consists  of  grants  to  persons  and  businesses  which  have  applied  and  qualified  for  financial  assistance  through  the 
established  program.  No  interest  or  other  revenue  is  credited  to  the  account.  Disbursements  consist  of  loans  to  the  Pacific  Coast  Energy 
Corporation  and  receipts  represent  loan  repayments. 
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Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 

Financing  Transaction — Concessionary  Loans 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  a  financing  transaction  to  write-off  concessionary  loans. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  { S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 


Environment,  Lands  and  Parks 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Environment,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  resource,  environmental  and  recreational  management  programs  including: 

(a)  Management  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  corporate  policy,  planning  and  legislation,  public  affairs  and  communications,  and 
personnel,  financial,  and  administrative  support.  Ministry-wide  funding  for  staff  relocation,  postal  costs,  major  systems  development,  computer 
acquisition,  telecommunications,  vehicle  holding  charges,  and  building  occupancy  costs,  as  well  as  support  for  the  Environmental  Youth 
Corps,  the  Fraser  River  Harbour  Commission  Water  Quality  Monitoring  Agreement  and  the  Burrard  Inlet  Environment  Action  Program  are 
included  in  the  sub-vote.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  the  Greater  Vancouver  Regional  District  for  air  quality  monitoring,  the 
Canadian  Council  of  Ministers  of  the  Environment,  the  Fraser  River  Estuary  Management  Program,  and  to  a  number  of  organizations  concerned 
with  use  and  protection  of  the  environment. 

(b)  ‘  Environmental  Appeal  Board 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Environmental  Appeal  Board  which  hears  appeals  to  decisions  made  under  environmental 
legislation. 

(c)  Environmental  Management 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  management,  planning,  policy  development,  evaluation,  technical  expertise  and  support  for  the  following 
ministry  programs: 

(i)  Environmental  Protection — Provides  for  protection  of  air,  land  and  water  by  reducing  waste  and  controlling  pollutants  through 
administration  of  the  Waste  Management  Act,  the  Litter  Act  and  related  regulations.  The  program  develops  policies  and  legislation, 
identifies  discharge  and  emission  standards,  sets  discharge  fees,  monitors  the  receiving  environment  and  ensures  safe  and  effective 
management  of  the  air,  and  solid,  liquid  and  hazardous  wastes.  Conservation  of  resources  is  promoted  through  development  of 
policy  and  legislation  to  reduce,  recycle,  recover  and  re-use  wastes.  Funds  are  also  provided  for  costs  related  to  soil  remediation 
projects.  Contributions  to  assist  in  waste  management  are  provided  to  local  government  and  institutions.  Recoveries  are  received  for 
environmental  monitoring  and  laboratory  services;  laboratory  analysis;  manuals;  laboratory  sampling  associated  with  compliance 
audits  under  the  Environmental  Data  Quality  Assurance  Regulations;  and  for  services  relating  to  the  Inter-Laboratory  Comparison 
Program.  Recoveries  are  also  received  from  the  Provincial  Emergency  Program  for  expenditures  relating  to  environmental  relating  to 
environmental  emergency  responses; 

(ii)  Water  Management — Provides  for  management  of  water  resources  to  contribute  to  a  sustainable  environment  and  to  the  health, 
well-being  and  safety  of  all  British  Columbians.  Activities  include  identification  of  the  supply  capability  of  surface  and  groundwater 
resources,  allocation  of  surface  water,  regulation  of  privately  owned  water  utilities,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  high  quality  of  water 
by  developing  standards  and  criteria,  by  monitoring  water  quality,  and  by  aquatic  plant  control.  Flood  hazards  are  identified  and 
monitored  through  floodflow  forecasting,  floodplain  mapping  and  special  studies.  Pertinent  legislation  includes  the  Water  Act,  the 
Water  Utility  Act,  the  Utilities  Commission  Act,  the  Dyke  Maintenance  Act,  the  Drainage,  Ditch  and  Dyke  Act,  the  Public  Works 
Agreement  Act,  the  Land  Title  Act,  and  the  Municipal  Act.  Contributions  are  made  to  local  governments  to  share  costs  of  aquatic 
weed  control  and  floodplain  mapping.  Funds  expended  on  the  Fraser  River  flood  control  program  and  fora  joint  floodplain  mapping 
program  are  partly  recovered  from  the  federal  government.  Funds  expended  on  the  Canada/British  Columbia  Hydrometric  Program 
are  partly  recovered  from  British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority.  Recoveries  are  also  received  from  the  Provincial  Emergency 
Program  for  expenditures  relating  to  environmental  emergency  responses; 

(iii)  Pesticide  Control — Provides  for  administration  of  the  Pesticide  Control  Act.  The  program  minimizes  the  environmental  risk  from 
pesticides  use  by  encouraging  use  of  non-chemical  pesticides,  controlling  the  sale  of  pesticides  and  ensuring  their  safe  use. 
Recoveries  are  received  from  the  sale  of  pesticide  study  kits  and  for  inspection  of  pesticide  sites  under  agreement  with  the  Ministry 
of  Forests;  and 

(iv)  Environmental  Assessment — Provides  for  coordination  of  ministry  activities,  and  interagency  liaison  in  review  of  environmental 
impacts  of  major  development  proposals. 
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(d)  Fisheries,  Wildlife  and  Integrated  Management 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  management  planning,  evaluation,  technical  expertise  and  support  for  the  following  ministry  programs: 

(i)  Fisheries — Provides  for  management  of  fish,  fish  habitat  and  sport  fishing  for  the  people  of  British  Columbia.  Activities  include  fish 
assessment  and  monitoring,  habitat  inventory,  development  of  sportfishing  regulations,  fish  culture,  research  and  user  surveys. 
Pertinent  legislation  administered  includes  the  Fisheries  Act  (Canada),  and  the  Wildlife  Act.  Funds  expended  on  habitat  protection 
projects  under  agreements  with  the  Ministry  of  Forests,  are  fully  recoverable. 

(ii)  Wildlife — Provides  for  protection  and  management  of  wildlife  resources  and  habitat,  regulation  of  recreational  and  commercial  use 
of  wildlife,  and  acquisition  of  key  wildlife  habitat.  Activities  include  species  and  habitat  inventory,  transplants  to  supplement  wildlife 
populations,  control  of  problem  wildlife,  and  research  studies  to  measure  the  impact  of  intensive  forestry  on  wildlife  populations  and 
habitat.  Legislation  administered  includes  the  Wildlife  Act,  the  Migratory  Birds  Convention  Act,  and  the  Game  Export  Act  (Canada). 
Contributions  are  provided  to  meet  commitments  under  the  Creston  Valley  Wildlife  Act  and  to  organizations  concerned  with  the 
protection,  management,  and  use  of  wildlife  resources  and  habitat;  and 

(iii)  Integrated  Management — Provides  intraministry  and  interministry  coordination  of  the  ministry  information  system,  research  related 
to  biodiversity  and  policy  development. 

(e)  Regional  Operations  and  Enforcement 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  implementation  and  delivery  of  ministry  programs,  regional  administration,  enforcement  of  legislation,  and  the 
development  and  maintenance  in  headquarters  of  environmental  emergency  support  services.  Regional  centres  at  Nanaimo,  Surrey,  Kamloops, 
Nelson,  Prince  George  and  Smithers  and  a  network  of  sub-regional  and  district  offices  account  for  two  thirds  of  the  ministry  staff.  Major  projects 
such  as  the  Okanagan  Water  Quality  Project  are  contracted  out  to  the  private  sector,  where  possible.  Regional  staff  process  in  excess  of  20,000 
referrals  related  to  staff  process  impact  assessments  on  proposed  mine  development,  forestry  activities  and  other  projects;  participate  in 
planning  activities;  conduct  natural  resources  inventories;  issue  and  monitor  permits  and  licences;  and  liaise  with  the  federal  government,  other 
ministries,  and  local  governments  to  provide  a  coordinated  approach  to  environmental  management.  Regular  enforcement  duties  of  the 
Conservation  Officers  are  enhanced  by  the  environmental  enforcement  units  with  a  special  emphasis  on  waste,  water  and  pesticide  violations. 
Contributions  are  provided  to  organizations  concerned  with  protection,  management  and  use  of  the  environment.  Funds  expended  under 
agreements  with  British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority,  the  Skagit  Environmental  Endowment  Commission,  other  agencies  and  the 
private  sector  are  fully  recoverable.  Recoveries  are  also  received  from  the  Provincial  Emergency  Program  for  expenditures  relating  to 
environmental  emergency  responses. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Environment  Youth  Corps 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)).  A 
contribution  from  B.C.  Hydro  was  made  to  implement  and  supervise  an  environmental  education  project  for  the  Environment  Youth 
Corps. 

Chlorofluorcarbon  Study 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)). 
Contributions  from  Environment  Canada  and  the  Greater  Vancouver  Regional  District  to  fund  a  study  on  CFCs. 

Pacific  Place  Soil 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 )).  A  cost  sharing 
agreement  was  made  between  the  Ministry  of  Environment,  Lands  and  Parks  and  Environment  Canada  concerning  Pacific  Place  Soils 
T reatabi I ity  Studies  for  hazardous  waste. 

Canadian  Cedar  Pole  Ltd.  Chemical  Fire 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  (S.B  .C.  1981,  chap.  14,  sec.  5(1)  and  6(1)).  For 
clean-up  of  pentachlorophenol  and  a  oil  mixture  burning  out  of  control  near  Galloway,  B.C. 

Tenu  Maru 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 4,  sec.  5(1 )  and  6(1 )). 
•Clean-up  of  oil  as  a  result  of  a  collision  between  two  vessels,  located  near  Cape  Beale. 

Maple  Ridge 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  ( S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  14,  sec.  5(1)  and  6(1)). 
Clean-up  of  the  Maple  Ridge  wood  debris  fire. 

Special  Account 

Habitat  Conservation  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  by  the  Miscellaneous  Statutes  Amendment  Act  (No.  2),  1 981  which  amended  the  Wildlife  Actio 
establish  a  fund  for  the  enhancement  of  fish  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  fund  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  by  the  Special  Accounts 
Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 
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Revenue  credited  to  the  account  includes  surcharges  on  angling,  hunting,  guiding  and  trapping  licences,  revenues  derived  from  lands 
administered  by  the  Minister  of  Environment  for  the  benefit  of  fish  and  wildlife  and  bequests,  donations  and  fund  raising  projects 
undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  account.  Expenditures  include  projects  to  enhance  fish  and  wildlife  populations,  habitat  acquisitions, 
promotional  and  educational  projects  and  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  individuals  advising  the  minister  with  respect  to  the  account. 
No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981, chap.  15, sec.  14(1)). 

Finance  and  Corporate  Relations 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the 
immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  operations  and  programs  of  the  ministry,  including: 

(a)  Registries  and  Ministry  Support  Services 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  maintenance  of  corporate  information  files  on  all  companies,  cooperatives,  partnerships  and  societies  operating  in  British  Columbia; 
operation  of  the  Auditor  Certification  Board  under  the  Company  Act;  registration  and  searches  of  liens  and  security  interests  in 
personal  property  in  British  Columbia;  and  the  operation  of  the  Manufactured  Home  Registry;  and 

(ii)  executive,  financial,  administrative,  personnel,  information  systems,  and  communications  support  to  ministry  operations  and 
programs.  Grants  are  provided  to  the  Provincial  Capital  Commission,  and  to  government  employees  under  the  Suggestion  Awards 
Program.  The  cost  of  information  systems  services  is  partially  recovered  from  other  divisions  of  the  ministry. 

(b)  Treasury  Board  Staff 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  analysis  and  advice  on  fiscal,  budgetary  and  administrative  policy  issues;  and 

(ii)  coordination  and  production  of  the  Estimates. 

(c)  Economics  and  Policy 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  policy  analysis,  forecasting  and  advice  on  intergovernmental  fiscal  relations,  the  province's  economic  and  fiscal  framework,  financial 
institutions  and  corporate  issues,  legislation  and  provincial  tax  matters;  and 

(ii)  coordination,  production  and  publishing  certain  government  financial  and  economic  documents. 

(d)  Government  Personnel  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  negotiation  and  administration  of  collective  agreements  on  behalf  of  government  under  the  Public  Service 
Labour  Relations  Act  and  other  legislation,  settlement  payments  for  grievances,  other  personnel  related  settlements  agreed  to  by  the  division, 
and  payment  for  legal  and  arbitration  services.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  planning,  development  and  administration  of  personnel  policies 
and  programs  including  counselling  services  to  government  employees  under  the  employee  assistance  program.  Recoveries  are  received  from 
ministries  for  costs  associated  with  the  employee  assistance  program. 

(e)  Planning  and  Statistics 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  development  and  dissemination  of  statistics  and  provision  of  information  and  analysis  in  support  of  planning 
and  decision-making  in  the  province.  Costs  incurred  for  statistical  services  to  ministries  and  other  parties  are  partially  recovered,  as  are  the 
costs  of  publications  and  releases  to  external  users. 

(f)  Office  of  the  Comptroller  General 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  payment,  recording,  reporting  and  auditing  of  government  accounts  and  trust  funds;  development  and 
implementation  of  financial  administration  policies  and  procedures;  evaluation  of  accounting  and  financial  management  systems  throughout 
government;  and  development  and  delivery,  on  a  cost  recovery  basis,  of  government  financial  training  and  development  programs. 

(g)  Revenue  Operations 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  taxation  statutes  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Finance  and  Corporate 
Relations,  for  administration  and  related  costs  of  the  Land  Tax  Deferment  Act,  the  Home  Owner  Grant  Actfor  both  general  compliance  and  as 
it  relates  to  the  non-municipal  areas  of  the  province,  for  administration  of  responsibilities  under  the  School  Act  regarding  residential  and 
non-residential  school  property  taxes  collected  by  municipalities  on  behalf  of  the  province,  and  for  administration  of  advances  to  local 
governments  in  respect  of  property  taxes  collected  on  their  behalf.  Grants  are  provided  to  natural  gas  producers  to  partially  offset  federal  income 
taxes. 
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(h)  Financial  Institutions  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Financial  Institutions  Commission  and  the  Credit  Union  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  under 
the  Financial  Institutions  Act;  administrative  costs  of  regulating  credit  unions,  trust  companies,  insurance  companies  and  insurance  agents; 
administration  of  international  financial  centre  and  captive  insurance  legislation,  the  Real  Estate  Act,  the  Mortgage  Brokers  Act  and  the 
Condominium  Act;  and  administrative  costs  of  credit  union  stabilization  and  the  Credit  Union  Deposit  Insurance  Fund.  Recoveries  are  received 
from  self-regulatory  organizations  for  electronic  information  services.  Administrative  costs  for  credit  union  stabilization  and  operation  of  the 
Credit  Union  Deposit  Insurance  Fund  are  fully  recovered  from  the  Credit  Union  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation. 

Compensation  Fairness  Program 

This  vote  provides  for  the  costs  of  the  Compensation  Fairness  Program,  including  the  interpretation  and  administration  of  guidelines  and 
regulations  issued  under  the  Compensation  Fairness  Act. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Interest  on  Revenue  Refunds 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  24  (1)(c)). 

Inquiry  Act 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Inquiry  Act( R.S.B.C.  1979,  chap.  198,  sec.  8).  A  commission  of  inquiry  into 
various  aspects  of  government  personnel  practices. 

Crown  Corporation  Secretariat 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act(  S.B.C.  1 981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1)).  Provides  for 
analysis  and  advice  to  the  Cabinet  Committee  on  Crown  Corporations,  on  fiscal,  economic  and  other  policy  issues  related  to  Crown 
corporations. 

Special  Accounts 

British  Columbia  Securities  Commission 

This  account  is  established  under  section  9.1  of  the  Securities  Act.  The  account  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  British  Columbia 
Securities  Commission  and  the  costs  of  administering  the  Securities  Act  and  the  Commodity  Contract  Act.  Revenue  represents  fees, 
licences  and  other  revenues  collected  by  the  Commission  from  the  securities  industry.  Expenditures  are  for  costs  directly  related  to  the 
provision  of  services  to  the  securities  industry  and  for  administration. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Low  Interest  Loan  Assistance  Revolving  Fund 

This  account  was  created  as  a  revolving  fund  by  the  Low  Interest  Loan  Assistance  Revolving  Fund  Act  and  was  changed  to  a  Special 
Account  by  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988.  The  account  provides  a  mechanism  whereby  loans,  made  under 
the  Low  Interest  Loan  Assistance  Program,  and  associated  interest  payments  are  to  be  repaid  into  a  Special  Account.  The  program  provided 
for  low  interest  loans  to  firms  in  various  business  sectors,  including  but  not  limited  to,  manufacturing,  processing  and  advanced 
technology. 

Most  of  the  portfolio  was  sold  to  private  sector  lenders  during  the  1 989/90  fiscal  year.  Cash  generated  from  the  sale  was  returned  to 
the  provincial  government  as  a  refund  of  capital  contributions. 

Revenue  represents  interest  on  loans  retained  and  funds  on  deposit.  Expenditures  represent  the  payment  of  interest  subsidies  to  the 
institution  which  purchased  the  assets,  and  other  related  loan  costs.  Most  of  the  subsidy  obligation  was  fulfilled  during  the  1 990/91  fiscal 
year.  Financing  transaction  receipts  represent  principal  repayments  on  retained  loans,  and  disbursements  represent  residual  commitments 
and  capitalized  administrative  costs.  No  new  loan  authorizations  are  being  made. 

Provincial  Home  Acquisition 

This  account  was  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Provincial  Home  Acquisition  Act,  1 967,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the 
Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982.  The  purpose  of  the  account  was  to  pay  grants  to  qualified  British  Columbia  residents  constructing  or 
purchasing  a  home,  and  to  make  loans  secured  by  second  mortgages.  Currently,  mortgage  financing  is  provided  from  this  account  to 
qualified  British  Columbia  residents  for  the  conversion  of  existing  housing  into  rental  suites  under  the  Home  Conversion  and  Leasehold 
Loan  Act,  1979. 

In  June,  1 989,  the  bulk  of  the  B.C.  Second  Mortgage  program  portfolio  was  sold  to  private  sector  lenders.  The  province  repurchases 
mortgage  accounts  which  become  more  than  90  days  in  arrears. 

Revenue  consists  of  interest  on  outstanding  mortgage  principal.  Expenditure  includes  statutory  rebates  and  other  miscellaneous 
program  costs. 

Receipts  represent  repayment  of  mortgage  loan  principal.  Disbursements  represent  new  conversion  mortgages  and  repurchased 
mortgage  accounts  and  guarantee  claims  paid  under  the  mortgage  assistance  program. 
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Provincial  Treasury  Operations 

This  account  is  created  by  the  Budget  Measures  Implementation  Act,  1 990.  The  account  provides  for  the  operations  of  the  Provincial 
Treasury.  Provincial  Treasury  provides  investment,  debt  management,  banking  and  cash  management,  and  loan  administration  services 
on  a  cost  recovery  basis  to  its  clients  including  Crown  corporations  and  the  government. 

Revenue  represents  income  from  the  fees  charged  by  Provincial  Treasury  for  its  services.  These  include  fees  for  fiscal  agency  services, 
funds  management,  loans  administration,  loans  collection,  and  banking  and  cash  management.  Expenditures  represents  the  cost  of 
operating  the  Provincial  Treasury. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act(  S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14  (1)). 


Forests 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Forests,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  forestry  programs  of  the  ministry  and  for  management,  finance  and  administration  services,  including  ex  gratia 
payments  related  to  this  vote.  Functions  related  to  these  programs  and  services  are  performed  at  provincial,  regional  and  district  levels  and 
include: 

(a)  Management  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  senior  executive  direction  and  coordination  of  central  ministry  services  including  policy,  planning  and 
legislation,  personnel,  finance,  audit,  systems,  accommodation,  communications,  technical  services  and  public  information  for  the  Forest 
Renewal  Plan  and  all  other  ministry  initiatives.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  regional  and  district  administration  in  areas  of  personnel, 
finance,  systems  and  technical  services.  Grants  are  provided  for  activities  which  promote  prudent  forest  management. 

(b)  Harvesting 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  advice,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  valuation,  processing,  marketing,  sale  and  invoicing  of  Crown 
provincial  timber  and  wood  resources,  and  overall  monitoring  and  functional  direction  of  provincial  wood  supplies.  This  sub-vote  also 
provides  for  incremental  costs  of  constructing  logging  roads  and  bridges  where  higher  construction  standards  are  required  and  for  maintenance 
of  selected  logging  roads  and  bridges.  Grants  are  provided  to  agencies  involved  in  forestry  research.  Costs  related  to  the  Small  Business  Forest 
Enterprise  Program  are  recovered  from  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Special  Account. 

(c)  Research 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  undertaking  research  and  research  extension  activities  to  supply  technology  for  the  care  and  enhancement  of 
forests  in  British  Columbia  including  new  initiatives  under  the  Forest  Renewal  Plan.  Research  activities  support  forest  renewal,  integrated 
resources  management  and  the  development  of  decision  tools.  Joint  ventures  and/or  research  contracts  are  carried  out  with  other  ministries, 
research  agencies,  educational  institutions  and  the  private  sector.  Costs  of  joint  research  projects  are  recovered  from  other  ministries  and 
agencies. 

(d)  Forest  Protection 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration,  policies,  procedures  and  research  services  pertaining  to  fire  and  forest  health  activities  which 
reduce  wood  losses  and  protect  public  and  private  property  and  the  environment.  Forest  health  includes  basic  survey  and  detection  work 
needed  to  track  pest  infestation  levels  and  direct  the  harvest  of  unhealthy  areas.  Costs  related  to  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Program 
are  recovered  from  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Special  Account. 

(e)  Integrated  Resources  Management 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  planning  the  use  and  management  of  resources  on  forest  and  range  lands  within  an  integrated  resource 
management  framework.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  rehabilitation,  care  and  enhancement  of  Crown  provincial  range  lands  and  other 
range  management  activities;  establishment  and  maintenance  of  recreation  site  facilities  and  trails  on  Crown  provincial  land;  landscape 
management;  and  the  wilderness  management  program. 

(f)  Inventory 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  maintaining  a  comprehensive  province-wide  inventory  of  British  Columbia's  forest  resources  to  assist  in  long 
range  land  use  planning  including  new  initiatives  under  the  Forest  Renewal  Plan.  Activities  include  detailed  forest  descriptions,  growth  and 
yield  measurement,  modelling,  decay  studies,  remote  sensing,  computerized  mapping  and  statistical  analysis  of  forest  and  range  land. 
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F  o  rests — C  o  n  t  i  n  u  ed 
Fire  Suppression  Program 

This  vote  provides  for  direct  fire  fighting  and  fire  suppression  programs  of  the  ministry.  Functions  related  to  these  programs  and  services 
are  performed  at  provincial,  regional  and  district  levels,  and  include: 

(a)  Direct  Fire  Fighting 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  fighting  and  extinguishing  forest  and  range  fires  as  required  by  the  Forest  Act,  including  ex  gratia  payments 
related  to  this  program's  activities.  Recoveries  are  received  for  the  provision  of  these  services  to  other  agencies,  provinces  and  countries. 

(b)  Fire  Suppression  Preparedness 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  maintaining  the  ministry's  fire  fighting  resources  in  a  state  of  readiness  to  enable  them  to  respond  immediately 
to  fire  situations.  Recoveries  are  received  for  the  provision  of  these  services  to  other  agencies,  provinces  and  countries. 

Forest  Renewal 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  silviculture  and  forest  renewal  initiatives,  including  the  Forest  Renewal  Plan,  and  includes: 

(a)  Silviculture  Support 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  and  materiel  support,  advice,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  reforestation,  care  and 
enhancement  of  Crown  provincial  forests  and  overall  monitoring  and  functional  direction  of  silviculture  activities.  Grants  and  contributions 
are  provided  to  enhance  silviculture  program  implementation  and  to  provide  forestry  education.  Administration  and  support  costs  related  to 
the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Program  are  recovered  from  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Special  Account. 

(b)  Forest  Renewal 

This  sub-provides  for  the  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Sustainable  Environment  Fund  Special  Account.  The  account  provides  for  environmental 
!  protection  and  resource  renewal  initiatives.  Forest  renewal  initiatives  funded  in  the  account  include:  the  provision  of  tree  seeds  and  seedlings 
I  required  for  provincial  reforestation  projects;  basic  and  incremental  silviculture  activities  associated  with  harvested  Crown  lands  and  areas 
|  denuded  by  major  fire  and  pest  outbreaks;  cost-shared  federal/provincial  forest  development  agreements;  and  protection  of  previous 
\  investments  in  forest  renewal.

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  24  (1)).

Forest  Stand  Management  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  established  as  a  fund  by  the  Forest  Stand  Management  Fund  Act,  1 986,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special 
Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1988.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  for  enhanced 
management  of  British  Columbia's  forest  and  range  lands  and  to  undertake  projects  for  this  purpose  which  provide  employment  and 
training  opportunities. 

The  account  can  be  credited  with  contributions  from  the  General  Fund  (Vote  31),  the  Government  of  Canada,  municipalities,  the 
j  forest  industry,  forest  sector  unions  and  others.

Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise 

This  account  was  establ  ished  in  1 988  through  an  amendments  section  87. 1  of  the  Forest  Act.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  identify 
j  all  revenues  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  program  and  provide  an  ongoing  source  of  funds  to  defray 
|  the  costs  of  the  program . 

.  Revenue  is  collected  from  the  following  sources:  upset  stumpage;  bonus  stumpage;  and  annual  fees  and  billings  (annual  rent,  trespass 
j  charges,  scaling  fees,  and  registration  fees)  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  program. 

Expenditure  is  for  program  administration,  construction  and  maintenance  of  logging  roads  and  bridges,  costs  of  selling  timber,  basic 
silviculture  to  restock  logged  lands,  and  other  activities  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  program. 

Revenue  in  excess  of  current  expenditures  and  future  basic  silviculture  requirements  is  transferred  to  the  General  Fund. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 
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Forests — Continued 

South  Moresby  Implementation — Forest  Replacement 

This  account  was  established  by  the  South  Moresby  Implementation  Account  Act  in  1 988.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  offset  the 
decrease  in  forest  land  available  for  harvest  due  to  the  creation  of  South  Moresby  National  Park  by  funding  incremental  silviculture 
activities  on  coastal  forest  lands. 

The  account  may  be  credited  with  contributions  from  the  General  Fund,  the  federal  government  and  accrued  interest. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 


Government  Services 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Women's  Programs  and  Government  Services  and  Minister  Responsible  for  Families, 
and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  central  services  to  the  Legislature,  the  Executive  Council,  special  offices,  ministries  and  participating  public  bodies 
and  for  administration  of  the  Queen's  Printer  Act,  and  the  Purchasing  Commission  Act.  Major  activities  include: 

(a)  Corporate  Policy  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  support  services  to  the  ministry  including  executive,  financial  and  administrative,  human  resources,  information 
systems,  and  ministry  information  services.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  developing  and/or  coordinating  recommendations  on  ministry  and 
cross-government  internal  policy  issues  and  for  government-wide  management  training  and  development.  Provision  is  made  for  some 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Legislature  and  the  Office  of  the  Premier.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  toll-free  telephone  access  and  referral 
services  on  government  programs  for  residents  of  the  province.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  cabinet  committee  expenses  and  travel  expenses 
within  Canada  for  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  Parliamentary  Secretaries,  and  related  staff.  Recoveries  are  received  from  special  offices 
and  ministries  for  the  provision  of  management  training  and  other  services. 

(b)  Women's  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  measures  to  improve  the  economic  and  social  status  of  women  in  British  Columbia,  including  public 
information  and  community  consultation  programs,  and  for  the  coordination  of  development  of  government  programs  to  respond  to  the  needs 
of  women.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  promote  the  social,  economic  and  political  equality  of  women  in  society.  This  sub-vote 
also  provides  for  the  analysis,  coordination  and  delivery  of  child  care  initiatives. 

(c)  Purchasing  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  procurement  services  related  to  the  acquisition  of  commodities  and  services  for  government  ministries  and 
public  sector  agencies,  and  development  and  administration  of  public  sector  purchasing  policy  to  stimulate  economic  activity  in  the  province. 
Costs  related  to  the  provision  of  procurement  services  for  participating  public  sector  agencies  are  fully  recovered. 

(i)  Executive  Services — Provides  for  the  activities  of  the  Purchasing  Commission  and  the  Chief  Executive  Officer; 

(ii)  Corporate  Services — Provides  for  the  financial  analysis,  reporting,  planning,  consulting  and  daily  financial  operations,  administra¬ 
tion  and  facilities  support,  service  quality  coordination  and  human  resources  services,  and  policy  and  strategic  planning  services; 

(iii)  Product  Sales  and  Service  Enterprises — Provides  for  the  printing  requirements  of  government,  including  publishing  the  British 
Columbia  Gazette  Parts  I  and  II,  and  management  of  the  government's  copyright,  and  the  purchase  printing  services,  office  stationery 
and  protocol  giftware;  province-wide  mail  processing,  courier,  mail  preparation  and  mail  list  services.  Costs  are  fully  recovered  from 
special  offices,  ministries  and  participating  public  bodies; 

(iv)  Purchasing  and  Supplier  Development  Services  Enterprise — Provides  for  a  purchasing  service,  including  planning,  evaluation  and 
consulting  to  government  ministries  and  public  sector  agencies;  and  assistance  to  British  Columbia  businesses  in  obtaining  a  larger 
share  of  the  public  sector  market  and  in  enhancing  their  competitive  position  in  the  international  market.  A  portion  of  the  costs  is 
recovered  from  special  offices,  ministries  and  participating  public  bodies;  and 

(v)  Travel  Management  Enterprise — Provides  for  air  ambulance,  special  flight  services;  management  of  the  government's  light  vehicle 
fleet  and  assistance  for  ministries  and  public  sector  agencies  in  choosing  transportation  alternatives.  A  portion  of  the  costs  is 
recovered  from  special  offices  and  ministries. 

(d)  British  Columbia  Online  Service 

This  program  has  been  transferred  to  the  British  Columbia  Systems  Corporation.

This  vote  provides  for  statutory  and  other  employee  benefits  including: 

(a)  Pension  Contributions  and  Retirement  Benefits 

(i)  Provincial  Pension — Provides  for  employer  contributions  as  required  by  the  Pension  (Public  Service)  Act; 

(ii)  Miscellaneous  Statutory  Items — Provides  for  the  employer's  minor  statutory  requirements  underthe  Pension  (Publ  ic  Service)  Actsuch 
as  payments  for  purchase  or  reinstatement  of  service; 

(iii)  Canada  Pension — Provides  for  employer  contributions  to  the  Canada  Pension  Plan;

(v)  Unemployment  Insurance — Provides  for  employer  costs  for  unemployment  insurance  premiums; 

(vi)  Workers'  Compensation — Provides  for  employer  costs  of  benefits  paid  to  eligible  employees  by  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board; 
and 

(vii)  Other  Benefits — Provides  for  the  employer's  costs  for  benefits  for  licensed  professional  employees,  management  appointees  and 
other  employees  not  covered  by  a  collective  agreement,  severance  settlements  and  other  miscellaneous  benefits  and  related 
payments. 

'Recoveries  are  received  from  those  public  bodies  which  participate  in  the  employee  health  and  insurance  benefit  plans  and,  in 
certain  circumstances,  from  employees. 

1  (c)  Recoveries  from  Special  Offices  and  Ministries 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  full  recovery,  from  all  special  offices  and  ministries,  of  pension  contributions  and  retirement  benefits,  and 
employee  health,  insurance  and  other  benefits  for  employees  covered  by  these  plans  and  receiving  these  benefits.

This  account  was  established  by  authority  of  the  Purchasing  Commission  Act ,  1 985  to  provide  the  Purchasing  Commission  with 
working  capital  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  inventory  and  selected  goods  and  services  for  resale  or  lease  to  government  ministries  and 
public  sector  agencies;  disposal  of  surplus  materiel  of  government  ministries  and  public  sector  agencies;  establishment  and  operation  of 
warehouses  for  storage  of  inventory  and  surplus  materiel;  and  in  conjunction  with  the  aforementioned  purposes,  entry  into  supply 
arrangements  to  stimulate  economic  activity  in  the  province  pursuant  to  the  public  sector  purchasing  policy. 

All  expenditures  are  recoverable.  Expenditures  may  exceed  revenue  in  any  year  by  the  amount  of  the  statutory  spending  authority 
shown  in  the  Estimates  and  provided  for  by  the  Supply  Act  minus  thg  net  deficiency  from  operations  carried  forward  from  previous  years. 
For  1 991/92,  this  statutory  spending  authority  is  $24,000,000. 

All  purchases  other  than. inventories  are  fully  expensed  when  they  are  made.  The  expenditure  of  the  account,  net  of  revenue,  is 
included  in  the  General  Fund  expenditure  of  the  ministry. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act(S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14  (1)). 


Health  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Seniors 

Vote  38 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Vote  39 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  administration,  operation  and  delivery  of  health  care,  health  promotion  and  educational  services  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  policy  development  and  strategic  studies  in  health  care  and  health  promotion,  and  corporate  support  services 
to  the  ministry's  operating  programs.  The  sub-vote  includes  the  deputy  minister's  office,  vital  statistics,  communications  and  education,  human 
resources,  financial  services,  policy,  planning  and  legislation,  the  Office  of  Health  Promotion,  operational  review,  and  staff  development  and 
safety  programs.  The  sub-vote  also  provides  for  the  central  supply  of  various  goods  and  services  to  the  ministry  and  outside  agencies  and 
facilities  including  telecommunications,  computer  systems  and  consulting  services,  building  occupancy,  library  services,  health  disaster 
planning  and  coordination  and  vehicle  management.  Contributions  are  provided  to  various  agencies  providing  services  on  behalf  of  the 
Division  of  Vital  Statistics,  to  groups  and  agencies  providing  health  promotion  activities,  and  to  agencies  providing  data  and  other  analytical 
services.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  distribution  of  supplies  and  provision  of  services  within  the  ministry  and  to  other  agencies,  including 
other  levels  of  government. 

(b)  Community  and  Family  Health 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  services  in  mental  health;  environmental,  family  and  preventive  health;  forensic  psychiatry;  disease  control; 
and  health  promotion  activities.  This  sub-vote  receives  recoveries  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  salaried  and  sessional  medical  services: 

(i)  Environmental,  Family  and  Preventive  Health — Provides  for  management  and  operation  of  environmental,  family  and  preventive 
health  programs.  These  programs  include  public  health  inspection,  facilities  licensing,  epidemiology,  medical  health  officers, 
environmental  health  assessment,  health  services  for  school  students  and  special  needs  pupils,  child  and  youth  mental  health,  public 
health  nursing,  health  promotion  and  education,  speech  and  hearing,  nutrition,  dental  services,  services  to  multi-handicapped 
persons,  community  residential  placements  for  children  and  adults,  respite  and  other  family  support,  special  care  initiatives, 
operation  of  a  toll-free  telephone  referral  service  and  services  to  persons  with  head  injuries.  Contributions  are  provided  to  agencies 
and  municipalities  for  some  services.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Social  Services  and  Housing  for  community 
placement  of  clients; 

(ii)  British  Columbia  Centre  for  Disease  Control — Provides  for  management  and  operation  of  programs  including  clinical  services  for 
tuberculosis,  sexually  transmitted  diseases,  laboratory  and  pharmacy  services,  radiation  protection,  kidney  dialysis  and  other 
medical  services,  contributions  are  provided  to  municipalities  for  the  delivery  of  certain  programs.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the 
federal  government  for  tuberculosis  services  to  Natives  and  from  school  districts  for  some  health  services; 
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(iii)  Forensic  Psychiatric  Services — Provides  for  management  and  operation  of  forensic  psychiatric  services  to  the  courts  and  justice 
agencies  in  the  province  for  adults  and  juveniles  on  an  inpatient,  outpatient  and  consultative  basis.  Contributions  are  provided  to 
various  agencies  to  administer  sex  offender  treatment  programs  and  to  the  Family  Violence  Institute;  and 

(iv)  Mental  Health — Provides  for  management  and  operation  of  mental  health  centres,  Burnaby  Psychiatric  Services  and  the  residential 
care  program.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the  Greater  Vancouver  Mental  Health  Services  Society,  the  British  Columbia  Mental 
Health  Society  (Riverview  Hospital)  and  funded  agencies  providing  community  residential,  rehabilitation  and  day  care  programs. 

(c)  Hospital  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management  and  contributions  for  the  operation,  construction,  renovation  and  equipment  purchases 
of  acute  and  extended  care  hospitals.  Program  management  includes  policy  formulation  and  implementation,  resource  allocation, 
administrative  and  consultative  services,  facility  planning,  hospital  monitoring  and  data  retrieval.  Hospital  operating  contributions  pay  for  the 
majority  of  operating  costs  of  hospitals.  Included  in  this  sub-vote  is  a  provision  for  hospital  liability  indemnification  and  funding  for  hospitals, 
in  coordination  with  community  based  agencies,  to  seek  and  administer  more  efficient  and  effective  methods  of  meeting  the  health  needs  of 
the  population  served.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  contributions  to  the  Red  Cross,  cancer  clinics  and  other  hospital  and  health  related 
agencies,  out-of-province  hospital  services  and  payments  for  computer  services  shared  by  hospitals.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides 
contributions  for  payment  of  the  provincial  government's  share  of  debt  servicing  for  hospital  and  non-profit  long  term  care  facility  construction 
and  renovation  projects,  contributions  for  minor  capital  projects  and  payment  of  the  provincial  government's  share  of  the  purchase  of  approved 
equipment. 

(d)  Continuing  Care  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management,  direct  services  and  contributions  to  programs  serving  residents  of  British  Columbia 
requiring  assistance  in  carrying  out  daily  living  activities,  but  not  requiring  the  high  level  of  care  provided  by  an  acute  care  hospital.  Direct 
services  include  home  nursing  care,  long  term  care  assessment  and  community  physiotherapy.  Contributions  include  funding  to  proprietary 
and  non-profit  long  term  care  facilities  for  the  delivery  of  personal,  intermediate  and  extended  care  services,  homemaker  agencies  providing 
care  for  clients  in  their  own  homes,  adult  day  care  for  clients  unable  to  cope  fully  in  the  community  but  not  requiring  full  time  use  of  a  facility 
and  group  homes  for  the  handicapped;  Contributions  are  also  provided  to  municipalities  and  health  related  agencies  for  the  provision  of  home 
care  and  longterm  care  services.  These  contributions  normally  pay  the  majority  of  operating  costs  after  deducting  revenue  from  direct  charges 
to  patients.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  the  Office  for  Seniors  which  was  established  to  coordinate  policies  and  programs  for  seniors,  and 
to  promote  their  well-being.  The  Office  provides  administrative  support  to  the  Minister  Responsible  for  Seniors  and  is  the  Secretariat  for  the 
Seniors'  Advisory  Council. 

(e)  Emergency  Health  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management  and  emergency  health  services  through  the  British  Columbia  Ambulance  Service, 
including  ground  and  air  ambulance  service  throughout  the  province,  and  training  programs  for  emergency  medical  assistants  and  paramedic 
crews.  The  Emergency  Health  Services  Commission  Licensing  Board  provides  for  the  examination  and  licensing  of  emergency  medical 
personnel.  Contributions  are  made  to  agencies  which  provide  services  on  behalf  of  the  Emergency  Health  Services  Commission.  Recoveries 
are  received  from  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board  for  salaries  paid  to  Commission  employees  injured  on  the  job. 

Vote  40 — Medical  Services  Commission  and  Pharmacare 

This  vote  provides  for  payment  for  insured  services,  and  development  and  administration  of  policies  and  programs,  including  health 
promotion,  under  the  Medical  Services  Plan  and  Pharmacare  including: 

(a)  Medical  Services  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  the  Medical  Services  Plan  and  payments  from  the  Plan.  Administration  includes  registration 
of  subscribers,  billingand  processing  of  premiums,  auditing  claims  for  benefits  and  negotiation  of  contracts  with  practitioners.  Medical  Services 
Plan  premiums  flow  directly  into  General  Fund  revenue.  Expenditures  include  payments  to  physicians,  dental  surgeons,  other  practitioners  and 
laboratories,  on  a  fee-for-service  basis  according  to  schedules  of  fees  approved  by  the  Commission  and  on  a  contract,  salaried  and  sessional 
basis.  The  plan  is  responsible  for  funding  other  expenses  as  required  under  negotiated  contractual  agreements  with  the  British  Columbia 
Medical  Association.  Recoveries  are  received  for  certain  processing  services  provided  to  practitioners. 

(b)  Pharmacare 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  Pharmacare  and  payment  of  Pharmacare  benefits.  Administration  includes  the  establishment 
of  policies  and  systems  for  reimbursement  of  benefits  under  the  Pharmacare  programs,  negotiation  and  monitoring  of  participation  agreements, 
verification  and  processing  of  claims  for  benefits  and  monitoring  of  drug  utilization.  Expenditures  include  payments  for  the  full  or  partial  cost 
of  designated  prescription  drugs,  dispensing  fees,  ostomy  supplies,  home  oxygen,  prosthetic  appliances  and  other  approved  items. 

Statutory 

Inter-Provincial  Reciprocal  Agreements — Hospital  Care 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22  (1 )).  Effective 
October,  1981,  all  the  provinces  in  Canada  agreed  to  fund  the  hospitals  in  their  jurisdiction  for  insured  services  to  insured  residents  of 
another  province.  The  province  providing  the  service  would  in  turn  bill  the  patients'  home  province  for  the  cost  of  the  service. 
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Health  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Seniors— Continued 
Geographic  Disaster  Information  System 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)).  Afive  year 
cost  sharing  agreement  with  the  Federal  Government  was  established  to  develop  an  integrated  Geographic  Health  Care  Emergency  and 
Disaster  Information  System. 

Heart  Health 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22  (1 )).  Afive  year 
cost  sharing  agreement  with  the  Federal  Government  was  established  to  develop  a  community  based  approach  to  preventing  and  reducing 
heart  disease. 

Adverse  Vaccine  Reaction  Reporting  System 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22  (1 )).  A  cost 
sharing  agreement  was  made  with  the  Federal  Government  for  the  design  and  implementation  of  a  computerized  vaccine-associated 
adverse  reaction  reporting  system. 

Aids  Prevention  for  Drug  Users 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)).  An 
agreement  was  made  with  the  Federal  Government  concerning  the  prevention  of  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  among  intravenous 
drug  users. 

Collection  Agency  Commissions 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 1  (2)).  A  Treasury 
Board  Order  amends  the  Vital  Statistics  Remuneration  Regulation  by  repealing  and  replacing  section  2  of  the  regulation. 

Inter-Provincial  Reciprocal  Agreements — Medical  Services  by  Physicians 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)).  Effective 
April,  1 988,  all  provinces  in  Canada,  except  Quebec,  agreed  that  residents  of  other  provinces  would  be  eligible  for  and  are  entitled  to  the 
same  insured  physician  services  as  those  provided  to  residents  in  the  host  province.  The  host  province  reimburses  the  physician  for  the 
service,  and  then  bills  the  patients'  home  province. 

Multiple  Victim  Child  Sexual  Abuse  Research 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  ( S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1)).  A  Treasury 
Board  Order  amends  the  Vital  Statistics  Remuneration  Regulation  by  repealing  and  replacing  section  2  of  the  regulation.  An  agreement 
was  made  with  the  Federal  Government  to  continue  a  research  project  regarding  multiple  victim  sexual  abuse. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 4  (1)). 

Labour  and  Consumer  Services  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Constitutional  Affairs 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Labour  and  Consumer  Services,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the 
immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  activities,  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  ministry  management  and  central  services  including  financial,  personnel,  communications,  information 
systems  and  other  administrative  systems.  Grants  are  provided  to  educational  institutions  and  other  organizations  to  promote  improved  labour 
relations  and  consumer  protection  initiatives.  Certain  costs  of  supporting  the  Workers'  Compensation  Review  Board  and  Compensation 
Advisory  Services  are  recovered  from  the  Accident  Fund  established  pursuant  to  the  Workers  Compensation  Act. 

(b)  Labour  Relations 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  services  related  to  harmonious  labour  relations,  including  administration  of  the  Employment  Standards  Act, 
support  services  to  the  Industrial  Relations  Council  and  British  Columbia  Council  of  Human  Rights  and  related  policy  and  statistical  services. 
Contributions  are  provided  to  individuals,  agencies  and  other  organizations  to  assist  in  the  resolution  of  labour  management  conflicts. 

(c)  Industrial  Relations  Council 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  the  Industrial  Relations  Act. 
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(d)  Workers'  Compensation  Review  Board  and  Compensation  Advisory  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Workers'  Compensation  Review  Board,  an  agency  established  under  the  Workers 
Compensation  Act  to  review  decisions  made  by  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board.  Compensation  Advisory  Services  provides  advice  to 
employers  and  workers  respecting  decisions  made  by  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board.  Costs  associated  with  the  Workers'  Compensation 
Review  Board  and  Compensation  Advisory  Services  are  fully  recovered  from  the  Accident  Fund  established  pursuant  to  the  Workers 
Compensation  Act. 

(e)  British  Columbia  Council  of  Human  Rights 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  provincial  human  rights  legislation,  including  a  public  education  program.  Grants  are 
provided  to  community  groups  and  organizations  to  further  human  rights  initiatives  and  awareness.  Contributions  are  made  for  the  provision 
of  legal  advice  in  human  rights  cases. 

i  (f)  Consumer  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  promotion  of  fairness  and  understanding  in  the  market  place  through  the  development,  administration  and 
1  enforcement  of  consumer  legislation,  including  the  Trade  Practice  Act  and  the  Consumer  Protection  Act.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  regulation 
j  of  certain  aspects  of  cemetery,  motor  dealer  and  travel  firm  operations;  assistance  to  over-committed  debtors  through  counselling  and  debt 
1  pooling  arrangements;  investigation  of  trade  practice  violations  involving  consumer  loss;  and  for  administration  of  the  Residential  Tenancy  Act, 

I  which  governs  the  relationship  between  landlords  and  tenants.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  educational  institutions  and  other 
organizations  to  promote  consumer  education  and  awareness. 

(g)  Liquor  Administration 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  overall  policy  development,  administration  and  inspections  in  support  of  the  Liquor  Control  and  Licensing  Act 
and  regulations,  and  for  the  operation  of  the  Liquor  Appeal  Board. 

1  (h)  Prevention  and  T reatment  of  Substance  Abuse 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  management,  operation  and  delivery  of  existing  and  new  programs  to  prevent  or  treat  substance  abuse  including 
i  ministry  operated  outpatient  clinics,  detoxification  centres,  residential  treatment  centres  and  financial  contributions  to  private  agencies  for 
these  services.  Grants  are  provided  to  community  groups  and  non-profit  societies  for  prevention  and  treatment  of  substance  abuse  initiatives. 
Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  salaried  and  sessional  physicians. 

Lands  and  Parks 

Ministers  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Parks,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate  staff.  This 
vote  also  provides  for  the  offices  of  the  Minister  of  Crown  Lands  and  the  Minister  of  Parks  for  the  period  ending  April  1 5, 1 991 . 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  activities  including: 

(a)  Management  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  Deputy  Minister's  office  and  executive  direction  of  the  ministry;  communications  and  public  affairs;  and 
I  financial,  administrative  and  personnel  services. 

(b)  Land  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  policy  and  program  development;  real  estate  services;  maintenance  of  the  provincial  cadastral  survey  structure; 
and  operation  of  the  Crown  land  registry  system.  Grants  are  provided  to  assist  with  land  related  projects. 

■  (c)  Surveys  and  Resource  Mapping 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  coordination  of  provincial  standards  for  land  information  systems,  and  development  and  maintenance  of  base 
and  resource  maps,  aerial  photography,  and  control  surveys.  Costs  are  partially  recovered  through  mapping  contracts  with  the  federal 
!  government,  other  ministries  and  the  private  sector  and  through  map  and  air  photo  sales. 

■  (d)  Lands  Operations 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  tenures  and  reserves,  and  management  and  disposition  of  Crown  land  to  support  provincial 
and  local  economic  and  social  development. 

'  (e)  Parks  Program  Management 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  direction  of  the  provincial  park  and  ecological  reserve  systems,  coordination  of  outdoor  recreation 
|  opportunities  across  the  province,  and  marketing  initiatives.  Contributions  are  provided  to  non-profit  organization  for  outdoor  recreation, 
education  and  safety  programs. 

I 
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(f)  Parks  Operation  and  Development 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  operation  and  on-going  maintenance  of  the  provincial  park  and  ecological  reserve  systems  to  encourage 
educational,  recreational  and  research  use  that  is  consistent  with  the  conservation  of  the  geological,  plant,  animal,  marine  and  historical  values 
of  parks  and  ecological  reserves.  It  also  provides  for  development  of  the  park  system,  including  major  park  enhancements.  Costs  of  certain 
projects  are  recovered  from  the  British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority,  the  Skagit  Environmental  Endowment  Commission  and  other 
agencies. 

Special  Account 
Crown  Land 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  authority  of  Section  7  of  the  Department  of  Housing  Act,  1 973,  was  replaced  by  the 
Crown  Land  Fund  effective  July  31,1 979  pursuant  to  the  Ministry  of  Lands,  Parks  and  Housing  Act,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account 
under  the  Special  Appropriations  Act,  1982. 

Revenue  sources  (net  of  direct  costs)  include  leases  of  Crown  land  under  the  Land  Act,  interest  income  and  land  sales.  Expenditures 
include  costs  associated  with  the  sale  of  Crown  land;  the  sale  or  disposal  of  assets  on  Crown  land;  and  the  write-down  of  uncollectible 
loans.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 

Receipts  represent  repayment  of  loan  principal  and  deposits  made  on  pending  land  sales.  Disbursements  include  recoverable 
expenditures  for  land  acquisition,  servicing  and  development. 


Municipal  Affairs,  Recreation  and  Housing 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs,  Recreation  and  Culture,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and 
the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction  and  management  of  the  ministry  and  delivery  of  operating  and  statutory  grant  programs 
including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  and  administrative  services  to  the  operating  programs  of  the  ministry.  This  sub-vote  also 
provides  for  budget  coordination,  financial  and  personnel  administration,  office  management  and  accommodation,  public  affairs,  information 
systems,  women's  programs,  service  quality,  corporate  planning  and  the  administration  of  the  Home  Owner  Grant  Act. 

(b)  Local  Government  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  review  and  monitoring  of  local  government  administrative  and  financial  practices  and  procedures  as  well  as 
advisory,  administrative  and  technical  support  services  to  municipal  officers.  Included  in  these  functions  are  municipal  financial  and 
administrative  services;  collection,  recordingand  assessment  ofmunicipal  and  regional  statistical  and  related  information;  engineering  analysis 
of  local  government  water  and  sewerage  construction  projects;  administration  of  the  Downtown  Revitalization  Program;  and  investigations 
into  local  government  issues.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  policy  research  and  development,  legislative  review,  advice  and  assistance  in 
community  and  regional  development  processes  as  they  relate  to  local  government,  and  certain  approvals  under  the  Islands  Trust  Act.  Grants 
and  contributions  are  made  to  local  governments  for  local  services  to  provincial  property  as  provided  under  the  Municipal  Aid  Act;  to  offset 
the  impact  of  the  Tourist  Accommodation  (Assessment  Relief)  Act  in  some  municipalities;  to  provide  a  grant  equivalent  to  the  Home  Owner 
Grant  to  the  Sechelt  Indian  Government  District;  and  to  assist  local  authorities  in  financing  various  projects  and  services.  Provincial 
contributions  are  made  toward  the  general  operation  of  the  Islands  Trust. 

(c)  Assessment  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  payment  of  the  British  Columbia  Assessment  Authority  operating  levy  on  provincial  government  properties,  and 
for  Courts  of  Revision  and  Assessment  Appeal  Board  operations  which  provide  taxpayers  with  a  means  to  obtain  fair  and  equitable  tax 
assessments. 

(d)  Safety  and  Standards 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  public  safety  programs  including  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner;  establishment  of  building  construction 
and  safety  standards;  inspection  services  for  electricity,  natural  gas,  propane,  boiler  and  pressure  vessels,  elevating  devices,  amusement  rides, 
refrigeration  systems,  ski  lifts,  railways  and  pipelines;  public  education  and  training  support  for  public  safety  personnel  through  contributions 
to  the  Fire  Academy;  investigations;  and  the  licensing  of  technical  personnel.  Some  recoveries  are  made  for  inspection  services. 

(e)  University  Endowment  Lands 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  management  and  operation  of  the  University  Endowment  Lands  including  a  contribution  to  the  City  of 
Vancouver  for  back-up  fire  protection  services.  The  ratepayers'  portion  of  the  costs  of  providing  services  is  recovered  to  the  sub-vote. 
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(f)  Culture,  Recreation  and  Historic  Resources 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  delivery  of  government  programs  under  the  Library  Act,  the  Museum  Act  including  the  operation  of  the  Royal 
British  Columbia  Museum,  and  the  Heritage  Conservation  Act  including  the  administration  of  the  Heritage  Trust.  This  sub-vote  also  provides 
for  administration  of  the  British  Columbia  Cultural  Fund  Special  Account,  the  Physical  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sports  Fund  Special  Account,  and 
certain  programs  under  the  Lottery  Act;  and  for  the  implementation  of  policies  and  programs  in  the  areas  of  culture,  amateur  sports  and 
recreation,  and  historic  resources.  Grants  and  contributions  are  made  to  organizations  to  support  projects  which  complement  these  activities. 
This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  management  and  promotion  of  historic  sites  including  Barkerville  and  Fort  Steele.  A  portion  of  the  cost  of 
administering  the  Heritage  Trust  is  recovered  from  the  Trust.  Recoveries  are  also  received  from  the  federal  government  for  certain  programs 
operated  by  the  Royal  British  Columbia  Museum. 

Municipal  Revenue  Sharing 

This  vote  provides  for  the  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  Special  Account  which  provides  conditional  and  unconditional 
grants  to  British  Columbia  municipalities  and  regional  districts.  The  amount  of  the  transfer  is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Act,  1 979  and  subsequent  amendments. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Home  Owner  Grant 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Home  Owner  Grant  Act  ( S.B.C.  1 980,  chap.  1 8,  sec.  9(3)  and  1 0(2))  to  provide 
the  ministry  assistance  in  monitoring  Home  Owner  Grant  expenditures. 

Vancouver  Public  Library  Services 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22  (1)).  A 
contribution  was  made  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada  for  the  purposes  of  improving  French  language  library  services. 

Cassiar  District 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Local  Services  Act ( R. S.B.C.  1979,  chap.  247,  sec.  2  and  6).  To  provide  local 
services  to  an  area. 

Special  Accounts 

British  Columbia  Cultural  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  under  the  Centennial  Cultural  Fund  Act,  1 967,  and  was  renamed  the  British  Columbia 
Cultural  Fund  effective  March  31,1 972  pursuant  to  the  Centennial  Cultural  Fund  (Amendment)  Act.  It  was  continued  under  the  Funds 
Control  Act,  1 979  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 

The  account  promotes  the  cultural  development  of  the  people  of  British  Columbia.  Interest  earned  each  year  on  the  account  balance 
is  credited  to  the  account  as  revenue.  Expenditures  consist  of  grants  to  cultural  projects,  groups  and  organizations,  and  awards  to 
individuals.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Physical  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sports  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  under  the  Revenue  Surplus  Appropriation  Act,  1 969,  was  continued  under  the  Funds 
Control  Act,  1 979,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 

The  account  promotes  the  physical  fitness  of,  and  participation  in  amateur  sport  by,  residents  of  the  province.  Interest  earned  each 
year  on  the  a.ccount  balance  is  credited  to  the  account  as  revenue.  Expenditures  consist  of  grants  to  physical  fitness  and  amateur  sport 
projects,  groups  and  organizations,  and  awards  to  individuals.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Revenue  Sharing  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Revenue  Sharing  Act,  1 977,  was  continued  as  a  fund  under  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Act,  1 979  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988.  This  account  provides 
tonditional  and  unconditional  grants  to  all  British  Columbia  municipalities  and  regional  districts  on  the  basis  of  established  criteria.  It  also 
contains  the  Grant  Stabilization  Account,  from  which  funds  are  available  for  purposes  of  grant  stabilization,  and  the  Local  Government 
Emergency  Account,  from  which  funds  are  available  to  address  local  government  fiscal  requirements  resulting  from  economic  or 
environmental  emergencies. 

Money  is  paid  into  the  account  annually  from  the  General  Fund  by  way  of  a  voted  appropriation  (Vote  47).  The  appropriation  is 
determined  by  the  revenue  sharing  formula  contained  in  the  Revenue  Sharing  Act  ( one  point  of  both  provincial  personal  and  corporation 
income  taxes,  six  per  cent  of  provincial  social  service  tax  and  six  per  cent  of  renewable  and  non-renewable  resource  revenue,  including 
water  rentals,  plus  or  minus  any  previous  years'  adjustments). 

Interest  is  paid  on  the  monies  in  the  Grant  Stabilization  Account  and  Local  Government  Emergency  Account  at  a  rate  based  on 
government's  average  short  term  borrowing  rates. 
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Expenditures  are  for  both  conditional  and  unconditional  revenue  sharing  grants.  Conditional  grants  are  paid  for  general  planning, 
police  and  public  health  equalization,  municipal  restructuring,  placement  of  utility  line  underground,  water  and  sewerage  facilities  and 
studies,  and  major  municipal  highways.  Most  unconditional  grants  are  distributed  according  to  a  formula  with  population,  expenditure 
and  assessment  components.  Administration  costs  are  provided  through  Vote  46. 

Changes  to  the  balance  occur  when  money  is  transferred  into,  or  disbursed  from,  the  Grant  Stabilization  Account  or  the  local 
Government  Emergency  Account.  The  account  balance  also  increases  when  committed  grants  remain  undisbursed.  Undisbursed  grants 
occur  when  conditions  relating  to  capital  projects  for  which  funds  have  been  allocated  have  not  yet  been  met.  When  conditions  are  met, 
funds  are  disbursed  and  the  balance  reduced. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

University  Endowment  Lands  Administration 

This  account  was  established  as  a  Miscellaneous  Statutory  Account  by  authority  of  the  University  Endowment  Lands  Administration 
Act,  was  continued  under  the  University  Endowment  Land  Act,  1 979,  and  became  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Appropriations 
Act,  1 982.  The  account  provides  for  operation  and  management  of  ratepayer  services  within  the  University  Endowment  Lands. 

Account  revenue  is  derived  from  University  Endowment  Lands  resident  ratepayer  contributions,  including  fees,  licences  and  property 
taxes.  Account  expenditure  is  the  ratepayers'  portion  of  the  costs  of  providing  services. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 


Provincial  Secretary 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Provincial  Secretary  and  Minister  Responsible  for  Multiculturalism  and  Immigration,  and  includes 
the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  administration  of  the  Lottery  Act,  Election  Act,  and  Document  Disposal  Act;  duties  of  the  Office  of  the  Provincial 
Secretary;  and  the  provision  of  services  to  the  Legislature,  the  Executive  Council,  and  certain  public  bodies  and  offices,  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  general  administration  of  the  ministry  including  executive  direction,  public  relations,  financial  services, 
personnel  management,  communications,  facilities  management,  and  information  systems.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  a  grant  to  the 
Intergovernmental  Conference  Secretariat,  and  administrative  support  to  the  Cabinet  Committee  on  Multiculturalism  and  the  Premier's 
Advisory  Council  for  Persons  with  Disabilities. 

(b)  Provincial  Secretary  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  programs  and  activities  of  the  Provincial  Secretary.  Acting  as  the  secretariat  to  government,  the  ministry  provides 
specialized  and  statutory  services  to  the  government,  including: 

(i)  Archives  and  Records  Service — Provides  for  acquisition  and  preservation  of  historical  government  and  private  documents,  printed 
materials  and  other  records  such  as  photographs,  paintings,  prints  and  audio-visual  recordings  considered  to  be  of  permanent 
historical  significance  to  the  province.  This  program  also  provides  for  centralized  performance  of  duties  prescribed  under  the 
Document  Disposal  Act.  Some  costs  are  recovered  for  the  storage,  retrieval  and  disposal  of  records  on  behalf  of  Crown  agencies,  and 
for  the  photocopying  of  records  and  miscellaneous  sales; 

(ii)  Elections — Provides  for  administration  of  provincial  elections,  by-elections  and  plebiscites,  and  referendums,  and  for  compilation 
and  maintenance  of  the  voters  list  as  required  by  the  Election  Act; 

(iii)  Government  House — Provides  for  operation  of  Government  House,  including  official  functions  held  there,  and  for  the  Office  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor; 

(iv)  Legislative  Buildings  Services — Provides  for  operation  and  maintenance  costs  of  the  Legislative  Buildings  and  Government  House; 
occupancy  and  related  costs  in  Vancouver  for  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition;  and  occupancy  and 
maintenance  costs  of  British  Columbia  House,  Ottawa; 

(v)  Lottery  Grants  Administration — Provides  for  administration  of  grants  from  the  Lottery  Fund  Special  Account  as  authorized  by  the 
Lottery  Act.  All  expenditures  are  recovered  from  the  Lottery  Fund  Special  Account; 

(vi)  Protocol — Provides  for  costs  of  official  ceremonies,  entertaining  visiting  dignitaries  and  guests  of  the  province,  government-hosted 
functions,  government  honours  and  awards,  and  grants  for  the  Queen  Elizabeth  II  British  Columbia  Centennial  Scholarship; 

(vii)  Order  in  Council  Administration — Provides  for  administration  of  Orders  in  Council  and  appeals  to  the  Executive  Council;  and 

(viii)  Public  Service  Commission — Provides  for  fees  and  salaries  of  the  Commissioners  and  staff,  and  expenses  of  the  Commission  in  the 

processing  and  hearing  of  appeals  under  the  Public  Service  Act. 
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(c)  Immigration  Policy  and  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  development  of  provincial  positions  on  immigration  policy  and  coordination  of  provincial  policies  and 
programs  with  respect  to  immigration.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  the  delivery  of  programs  related  to  immigration,  including  initiatives  to 
attract  and  secure  business  immigrant  investment.  Provision  is  also  made  for  grants  and  contributions  for  program  development  and  delivery. 
Certain  programs  costs  are  partially  recovered  through  user  fees. 

(d)  Public  Affairs  Bureau 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  planning,  coordination  and  implementation  of  communication  policies  and  programs,  general  advertising,  and 
information  services  for  all  special  offices  and  ministries  of  government  and  certain  public  bodies. 


Social  Services 

Vote  52 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Social  Services  and  Housing  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate 

staff. 

Vote  53 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  administration,  operation  and  delivery  of  ministry  income  security  programs  and  social  services  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  overall  direction  and  development  of  ministry  programs  and  services,  administrative  support  and  management 
services  to  ministry  operations.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  rental  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and  offices  occupied  by  the  ministry 
headquarters,  communications  services  for  the  ministry  and  information  systems  and  consulting  services.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for 
central  staff  training  and  development,  as  well  as  grants  and  contributions  to  support  this  activity. 

(b)  Direct  Community  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  salaries,  benefits,  and  direct  operating  costs  of  service  delivery  in  regional,  area  and  district  offices  and 
community-based  programs,  including  rental  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and  offices  occupied  by  ministry  field  services. 

(c)  Services  for  Familiesand  Children 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  services  and  residential  resources  for  children  under  the  care  ofthe  Superintendent  of  Family  and  Child  Services, 
and  for  programs  offering  support  to  families  and  children  in  their  own  homes  or  communities.  Services  are  provided  by  means  of  grants  and 
contributions  to  funded  agencies  and  foster  parents.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  in  the  form  of  family  allowance 
payments  for  children-in-care. 

(d)  Community  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  ministry-operated  and  community  based  residential  care  for  persons  with  mental  handicaps  and  for  social 
services  and  training  for  persons  with  physical  and  mental  handicaps.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  programs  to  support  families  with 
handicapped  children,  for  community-based  services  and  for  day  care  programs.  The  sub-vote  provides  for  grants  and  contributions  to  funded 
agencies,  individuals  and  parents  with  handicapped  children.  Recoveries  are  received  form  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  salaried  and  sessional 
medical  services  and  from  the  Lottery  Fund  in  respect  of  specialized  medical  equipment  and  supplies  purchased  for  children  with  severe 
handicapping  conditions. 

(e)  Programs  for  Independence 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  grants  and  contributions  for  income  assistance  and  special  allowances  to  persons  in  need,  a  minimum 
guaranteed  income  for  handicapped  persons,  health  and  dental  care  needs  of  Programs  for  Independence  recipients  and  children-in-care, 
burial  fees  for  indigent  persons,  and  grants  and  contributions  for  training,  rehabilitation  and  employment  programs  for  Programs  for 
Independence  recipients  and  children-in-care. 

(f)  Services  to  Seniors 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  grants  and  contributions  for  an  additional  monthly  payment  to  seniors  who  receive  the  federal  Guaranteed 
Income  Supplement  or  Spouse's  Allowance;  Shelter  Aid  for  Elderly  Renters  (SAFER);  subsidized  bus  passes  for  senior  citizens  and  handicapped 
persons  who  qualify  for  Programs  for  Independence  benefits  or  the  Guaranteed  Income  Supplement;  and  counselling  services  for  senior 
citizens.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  sale  of  bus  passes  to  eligible  persons. 

(g)  Housing  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  housing  initiatives  that  assist  those  in  need.  These  include  contributions  for  programs  administered  by  the  British 
Columbia  Housing  Management  Commission  and  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation. 
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Statutory  Account 

Employment  Initiatives  Program  Evaluation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1)).  The 
Employment  Initiatives  Project  was  created  to  enhance  employability  for  social  assistance  recipients.  A  contribution  was  made  by  the 
federal  government  to  evaluate  these  projects. 

Seminar  for  Senior  Social  Service  Managers 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  { S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1)). 

Special  Account 
Social  Housing 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Budget  Measures  Implementation  Act,  1 989.  The  Act  reflects  government  reorganization  and  the 
reassignment  of  responsibilities  pursuant  to  the  Ministry  of  Lands,  Parks  and  Housing  Act.  This  account  provides  for  social  housing  site 
acquisition  and  the  operating  costs  of  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation. 

Revenue  sources  include  prepayment  of  site  leases  for  social  housing  development  and  interest  income  from  the  Provincial  Rental 
Housing  Corporation.  Expenditures  include  recoverable  expenditures  on  land  acquisition,  servicing  and  development,  other  housing 
initiatives. 

Receipts  represent  principal  repayments  from  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation.  Disbursements  represented  loan  payments 
on  properties  administered  by  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation. 

This  account  is  eliminated  in  1991/92.  The  account's  operating  expenditures  are  now  provided  for  in  voted  appropriations  and  in 
financing  transactions.  The  balance  of  the  account  is  returned  to  the  general  fund. 


Solicitor  General 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Solicitor  General,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  Solicitor  General  and  the  immediate  staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  management  direction  of  the  ministry  and  operation  of  ministry  programs  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  ministry  management,  policy  and  program  development,  administrative  support,  information  systems  and  audit 
and  communications  services.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  agencies  and  societies  providing  services  which  complement  ministry 
programs. 

(b)  Corrections 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  incarceration  of  remanded  and  sentenced  adults  and  youths;  probation,  family  and  community  services; 
inspection  of  correctional  and  custody  centres;  investigation  of  matters  related  to  the  administration  of  the  Correction  Act;  and  management  of 
the  program.  This  includes: 

(i)  Adult  Correctional  Centres — Provides  for  incarceration  of  remanded  and  sentenced  adult  inmates.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the 
private  sector  and  non-profit  societies  for  the  provision  of  correctional  services  related  to  health,  education,  training,  work  programs, 
chaplaincy  and  food  services.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  shareable  costs  related  to  housing  of  federal 
inmates  under  the  Exchange  of  Services  Agreement  and  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  salaried  and  sessional  medical  services; 

(ii)  Youth  Custody  Centres — Provides  for  custody  of  remanded  and  sentenced  youths.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the  private  sector 
and  non-profit  societies  for  the  provision  of  correctional  services  related  to  health,  education,  training,  work  programs,  social  and 
recreational  programs,  chaplaincy  and  food  services.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  shareable  costs  for 
youth  custody  and  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  salaried  and  sessional  medical  services; 

(iii)  Probation,  Family  and  Community  Services — Provides  for  probation  services  for  adults  and  youths,  and  for  family  services.  Probation 
services  provide  pre-trial  enquiries,  pre-sentence  and  other  court  reports  as  well  as  the  supervision  of  adults  and  youths  on  probation, 
bail  or  conditional  release  from  incarceration.  Family  services  provide  assistance  in  resolving  child  custody  and  financial 
maintenance  problems  through  conciliation  and  mediation,  and  custody  and  access  reports  for  Supreme  and  Provincial  Courts. 
Contributions  to  the  private  sector  and  non-profit  societies  provide  diversion,  attendance,  community  service  work  and  youth  bail 
residential  programs; 

(i v)  Management  Services — Provides  for  management  of  correctional  programs,  including  administrative  and  support  services. 
Contributions  are  provided  to  the  private  sector  and  non-profit  societies  for  the  development  and  evaluation  of  correctional 
programs;  and 

(v)  Inspection  and  Standards — Provides  for  development  of  security,  safety,  health,  and  service  delivery  standards  for  correctional 
programs;  regular  inspection  of  correctional  and  custody  centres;  and  investigation  of  matters  related  to  the  administration  of  the 
Correction  Act. 
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(c)  Police  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration,  policy  development  and  operations  of  provincial  police  services;  community  policing;  the 
Coordinated  Law  Enforcement  Unit;  the  Security  Programs  Division;  the  Provincial  Emergency  Program;  and  administration  of  the  Emergency 
Assistance  Vote.  This  includes: 

(i)  Provincial  Policing — Provides  for  the  organization,  selection,  training,  operations  and  maintenance  of  the  provincial  police  through 
the  contracted  services  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police.  This  program  also  provides  for  policing  of  Native  reserves;  Native 
Special  Constables;  the  keep  of  provincial  prisoners  in  police  custody;  service  of  criminal  documents;  selection,  training  and 
maintenance  of  provincial  auxiliary  and  reserve  police;  relocation  of  provincial  witnesses;  and  operation  of  the  Victim  Assistance 
program; 

(ii)  Security  Programs — Provides  for  regulation  of  the  sale  and  use  of  firearms,  acquisition  and  disposal  of  all  surplus  firearms,  and 
licensing  and  regulation  of  the  private  security  industry  which  includes  armoured  car  businesses,  alarm  services,  locksmiths,  security 
patrols,  security  consultants  and  private  investigators; 

(iii)  Provincial  Emergency  Program — Provides  for  development  and  coordination  of  provincial  emergency  planning,  warning,  response 
and  recovery  in  order  to  prevent  or  mitigate  the  effects  of  natural  or  other  disasters.  Contributions  are  provided  to  participants  in 
emergency  programs.  Recoveries  are  received  from  other  levels  of  government  for  cost-shared  programs;  and 

(iv)  Policy  and  Other  Programs — Provides  for  development  and  administration  of  policing  policy  and  programs,  operation  of  the 
Coordinated  Law  Enforcement  Unit,  and  training  of  municipal  police  officers  through  contributions  to  the  Justice  Institute  of  British 
Columbia.  Grants  are  provided  to  the  Canadian  Association  of  Police  Chiefs.  Contributions  are  provided  to  agencies  for  law 
enforcement  activities.  Recoveries  are  received  from  other  levels  of  government  for  cost-shared  programs. 

(d)  Motor  Vehicles 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  the  legislation,  regulations  and  policies  governing  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  and 
industrial  equipment  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act,  Commercial  Transport  Act,  Motor  Vehicle  (All  Terrain)  Act,  Motor 
Carrier  Act,  Transport  of  Dangerous  Goods  Act,  Highway  (Industrial)  Act  and  accompanying  regulations.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for 
regulation  of  the  motor  carrier  industry  through  hearings  and  licensing  procedures.  Major  programs  and  activities  include: 

(i)  Management  Services — Provides  for  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Motor  Vehicles,  headquarters  and  regional  administration, 
planning,  policy  development  and  related  support  services; 

(ii)  Traffic  Safety  and  Licensing — Provides  for  setting  and  monitoring  standards  relating  to  the  determination  of  the  ability  and  fitness  of 
persons  to  operate  motor  vehicles,  licensing  and  testing  of  drivers  operating  on  the  public  highways  and  roads  of  British  Columbia, 
and  licensing  of  motor  vehicles;  coordination  and  development  of  provincial  traffic  safety  initiatives  and  programs  including 
CounterAttack  and  provision  of  grants  to  organizations  in  support  of  traffic  and  road  safety  activities;  determination  and 
administration  of  traffic  fines  and  penalties;  monitoring  of  driving  records;  and  development  of  driver  improvement  programs.  This 
program  also  provides  for  col  lection  of  related  revenue.  Vehicle  licensing  revenue  is  collected  by  the  Insurance  Corporation  of  British 
Columbia; 

(iii)  Commercial  Transport  and  Inspection — Provides  for  development  and  implementation  of  industrial  road  safety  programs;  industrial 
equipment  standards;  operator  licensing  practices  as  specified  by  the  Highway  (Industrial)  Act;  monitoring  commercial  vehicle  size, 
weight,  load  security  and  the  transport  of  dangerous  goods;  issuing  perm  its;  compliance  with  and  enforcement  of  regulations;  vehicle 
inspection  programs;  and  the  development  of  policy  relating  to  the  National  Safety  Code.  This  program  also  provides  for 
investigations  into  licensing  of  the  commercial  motor  carrier  industry  in  the  for-hire  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers; 
examination  of  rates  and  time  schedules  of  carriers;  and  col  lection  of  revenue  resulting  from  the  issuance  of  licenses  and  other  related 
activities.  This  program  also  provides  recommendations  to  and  implements  decisions  made  by  the  Motor  Carrier  Commission. 

(e)  Boards,  Commissions  and  Statutory  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  various  boards,  commissions  and  statutory  services  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Solicitor  General,  including 
the  operations  of  the  Coroners  Service,  Film  Classification  Branch,  Public  Gaming  Branch,  British  Columbia  Racing  Commission,  Commercial 
Appeals  Commission,  Order  in  Council  Patients  Review  Board,  British  Columbia  Parole  Board,  Motion  Picture  Appeal  Board,  British  Columbia 
Police  Commission,  Motor  Carrier  Commission  and  the  British  Columbia  Gaming  Commission.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the  Horse  Racing 
Improvement  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  the  Horse  Racing  Tax  Act,  and  to  individuals  under  the  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Injury 
I  Compensation  Act.  The  British  Columbia  Racing  Commission's  costs  are  recovered  from  the  Horse  Racing  Improvement  Fund,  and  recoveries 
are  also  received  from  gaming  licensees  and  operators  for  financial  control  forms  required  in  the  operation  of  gaming  events. 

Emergency  Assistance 

This  vote  provides  for  salaries,  operating  costs,  grants  and  contributions  associated  with  the  protection  of  life,  property  and  the 
j  environment  during  real  or  imminent  emergencies  and  natural  or  other  disasters. 

1  Special  Account

Corrections  Work  Program 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Miscellaneous  Statutes  Amendment  Act  (No.  2),  1 987.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  assist  inmates 
in  acquiring  skills  and  to  encourage  them  to  develop  good  work  habits. 

Revenue  represents  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  goods  and  services  produced  by  inmates.  Expenditures  are  for  supplies  and  costs  directly 
related  to  the  production  and  sale  of  goods  and  services  within  the  Corrections  Work  Program.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through 
voted  appropriations.

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act(S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 

Transportation  and  Highways 

Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Transportation  and  Highways,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  the  immediate 

staff. 

Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  administration,  operation,  and  delivery  of  ministry  programs  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-provides  for  executive,  financial,  administrative,  personnel,  information  systems,  internal  audit,  public  affairs,  transport  policy 
development,  and  regional  operations  support.  This  sub-also  provides  for  grants  to  various  transportation  associations. 

(b)  Operating  Contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Railway  Company 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  a  contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Railway  Company  to  compensate  the  railway  for  operating  losses  on 
government  mandated  services. 

(c)  Operating  Contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Ferry  Corporation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  lease  payments  and  related  administration  costs  for  ferries  leased  to  and  operated  by  the  Corporation. 

(d)  Operating  Contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Transit  Authority 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  contributions  towards  the  operating  costs  of  publ  ic  passenger  transportation  services  and  transportation  services 
for  the  disabled  in  various  communities  throughout  the  province. 

(e)  Highway  Maintenance 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  maintenance  and  operation  of  highways  and  roads,  bridge  structures,  ferry  routes,  ferry  landings,  tunnels,  and 
winter  maintenance  involving  snow  and  ice  removal.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  district  operations  and  protection  of  the  road  and  bridge 
infrastructure.  Contributions  are  provided  to  various  organizations  in  support  of  ski  hill  access,  highway  research  and  other  transportation 
related  activities.  Recoveries  are  received  from  within  the  ministry  for  the  use  of  equipment  or  the  provision  of  services. 

(f)  Highway  Rehabilitation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  restoration  of  the  existing  highway  system  including  roads,  bridges,  ferry  landings  and  ferries,  to  protect  the 
investment  in  infrastructure,  provide  economy  of  maintenance  and  enhance  safety. 

Transportation  Capital 

This  vote  provides  for  the  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Freedom  to  Move  Special  Account,  which  provides  funds  for  capital  expenditure  in  the 
province's  transportation  systems,  in  accordance  with  the  Transportation  Capital  Funding  Act,  1 990. 

Special  Account 

Freedom  to  Move 

This  account  is  created  by  the  Transportation  Capital  Funding  Act,  1990  and  provides  for  capital  expenditure  in  the  province's 
transportation  systems,  as  follows: 

(a)  Airtransport  Assistance 

Provides  for  contributions  in  support  of  local  airport  facilities; 

(b)  Capital  Contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Railway  Company 

Provides  for  a  contribution  to  compensate  the  Company  for  capital  expenditures  on  government  mandated  services; 

(c)  Capital  Contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Ferry  Corporation 
Provides  for  a  contribution  towards  capital  expenditures  of  the  Corporation; 

(d)  Capital  Contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Transit  Authority 

Provides  for  contributions  towards  capital  costs  of  public  passenger  transportation  services  in  communities  throughout  the  province, 
including  debt  servicing  and  retirement  of  SkyTrain  capital  costs  directly  assumed  by  the  provincial  government.  Capital  contributions  are 
also  provided  for  transportation  services  for  the  disabled  in  communities  throughout  the  province; 
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Transportation  and  Highways — Continued 

(e)  Minor  Highway  Capital  Construction 

Provides  for  those  projects  with  budgets  of  less  than  $50  million  which  upgrade  the  existing  highway  system  and  develop  new  routes 
to  improve  capacity,  accessibility  and  service  levels.  This  includes  planning,  engineering,  design,  survey,  construction,  reconstruction, 
paving,  legal,  right-of-way  acquisition  and  property  purchase,  for  provincial  highways,  roads,  bridges,  ferries,  ferry  landings  and  tunnels. 
Contributions  are  provided  to  other  levels  of  government  in  support  of  their  road  systems;  and 

(f)  Major  Highway  Capital  Construction 

Provides  for  projects  with  budgets  of  $50  million  or  more:  Fraser  River  Crossing  and  Connectors;  Okanagan  Connector  between 
Merritt  and  Peachland;  Vancouver  Island  Highway  from  Swartz  Bay  to  Menzies  Bay;  Cassiar  Connector  between  the  Second  Narrows 
Bridge  and  First  Avenue  in  Vancouver;  Sea  to  Sky  Highway  between  Vancouver  and  Whistler;  Trans-Canada  Highway— Lower  Mainland 
Section  from  Vancouver  to  Langley;  Highway  #97— Okanagan  from  the  Canada/United  States  border  to  the  Trans-Canada  Highway; 
Barnet/Hastings  Corridor  in  Burnaby,  Port  Moody  and  Coquitlam;  and  the  Second  Narrows  Bridge  and  Approaches  in  Vancouver. 

Money  is  paid  into  the  account  annually  by  way  of  a  voted  appropriation.  Administration  costs  are  provided  through  voted 
appropriations. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 


Other  Appropriations 

Management  of  Public  Funds  and  Debt  (Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  for  the  cost  of  managing  public  funds  and  debt  and  includes  the  following: 

(a)  Cost  of  Borrowing  for  Government  Purposes 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  cost  of  interest  on  the  direct  debt  of  the  province  borrowed  for  government  purposes,  and  for  associated 
costs  incurred  and  fees  charged  by  Provincial  Treasury  in  the  borrowing  and  management  of  government  funds  and  debt  instruments. 

(b)  Interest  Assistance 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  an  annual  grant  of  $3, 800,000  to  the  British  Columbia  Systems  Corporation  for  interest  assistance.  This  sub-vote 
also  provides  for  other  expenditures  associated  with  debt  restructuring  and  repayment  arrangements  for  Crown  corporations  which  are  fully 
recoverable. 

(c)  Cost  of  Borrowing  for  Relending  to  Government  Bodies 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  cost  of  interest  on  borrowings  on  behalf  of  government  bodies,  and  all  associated  costs.  These  costs  are  fully 
recovered  from  the  government  bodies. 

(d)  Provincial  Treasury  Revenue  Program 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  costs  associated  with  special  revenue  programs.  The  programs  function  such  that  interest  (and  other  earnings) 
on  program  assets  should  exceed  interest  (and  other  payments)  on  program  liabilities.  Net  income  (deficiency)  is  transferred  to  the  Provincial 
Treasury  Revenue  Special  Account.  Recoveries  are  made  from  investment  earnings  of  the  General  Fund. 

(e)  Interest  Expense  on  Borrowings  from  the  Budget  Stabilization  Fund 
This  sub-vote  provided  for  interest  costs  on  borrowings  by  the  General  Fund  from  the  Budget  Stabilization  Fund.  The  Budget  Stabilization 

Fund  was  dissolved  on  April  1,  1991. 

Contingencies  (All  Ministries)  and  New  Programs  (Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  additional  funding  for  items  budgeted  in  other  votes  to  accommodate  the  financial  consequences  of  unanticipated  and 
|  contingent  events.  Unanticipated  events  include  developments  during  the  year  that  could  not  be  reasonably  anticipated  when  the  budget  is 
!  prepared.  Contingent  events  include  developments  that  could  be  anticipated  but  not  with  enough  certainty  to  make  a  reasonable  estimate  of 
budget  costs,  or  where  final  costs  are  dependent  on  a  pending  decision  by  government  or  another  party. 

This  vote  also  provides  for  unanticipated  events  not  budgeted  in  other  votes,  but  which  are  consistent  with  the  general  purposes  of  those 
votes.  This  includes  natural  disasters,  emergency  relief  and  assistance  for  those  in  need.  Ex  gratia  payments  are  also  provided  for. 

In  addition,  this  vote  provides  for  funding  of  new  government  programs  and  for  salary  funding  for  program  initiatives. 

Government  Efficiency  Projects(Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  a  means  for  government  to  invest  in  efficiency  projects,  proposed  by  ministries  and  special  offices,  which  cannot  be 
j  funded  from  existing  budgets  and  for  policy  direction  and  program  evaluation  to  ensure  that  maximum  value  for  money  is  received  by 
government  and  that  programs  are  regularly  subject  to  both  internal  and  external  review  to  ensure  that  they  are  delivered  with  the  maximum 
efficiency,  economy  and  effectiveness.  Recoveries  are  received  from  ministries  and  special  offices  and  represent  return  of  the  original  cost  of 
{]  efficiency  projects  together  with  an  agreed  part  of  the  projected  cost  savings.

Special  Accounts 

Insurance  and  Risk  Management  Account 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  1989,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  insurance  and/or  risk  management 
services  to  government  bodies,  ministries, public  authorities,  or  classes  of  persons  or  public  authorities  designated  by  regulation.  The 
account  is  administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations. 

Revenue  represents  amounts  paid  into  the  account  by  participants  under  agreements,  amounts  required  to  be  paid  under  regulation 
or  amounts  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  Expenditures  are  for  administrative  costs  associated  with  risk  management  services;  and  costs 
related  to  an  agreement  or  an  arrangement  for  risk  management  services,  purchase  of  insurance,  and/or  self-insurance  services  provided 
to  government  bodies,  ministries,  public  authorities,  hospitals,  schools,  and  colleges  for  investigation  and  settlement  of  claims. 

No  financing-transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Lottery  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Lotteries  Act,  1 974,  was  continued  by  the  Lottery  Act,  1979,  and  was  changed 
to  a  Special  Account  by  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 

Administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Provincial  Secretary,  the  account  receives  proceeds  from  the  operation  of  lotteries  by  the  British 
Columbia  Lottery  Corporation;  payments  are  made  from  the  account  for  administration  costs  of  the  Lottery  Act  and  account,  and  for  grants 
and  related  expenditures  as  provided  for  in  the  Act. 

A  portion  of  the  grants  and  related  expenditures  is  administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Municipal  Affairs,  Recreation  and  Culture,  which 
has  specific  responsibility  in  the  areas  of  culture,  heritage  and  the  arts,  recreation,  physical  fitness  and  sports. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

South  Moresby  Implementation  Forestry  Compensation 

This  account  was  established  by  the  South  Moresby  Implementation  Account  Act  in  1988  and  is  administered  by  the  Ministry  of 
Forests.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  for  acquisition  of  third  party  forest  interests  associated  with  the  proposed  national  park 
on  South  Moresby  Island. 

The  account  may  be  credited  with  contributions  from  the  General  Fund,  the  federal  government  and  accrued  interest.  Expenditures 
may  be  made  for  acquisition  of  third  party  forest  interests  associated  with  the  proposed  national  park  on  South  Moresby  Island. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Sustainable  Environment  Fund 

This  account  is  created  by  the  Sustainable  Environment  Fund  Act,  1 990.  It  is  administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Environment  and  Forests 
under  the  overall  management  and  direction  of  the  Cabinet  Committee  on  Sustainable  Development.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to 
provide  for  the  protection,  renewal  and  enhancement  of  the  environment,  including  provincial  government  forest  renewal. 

Revenue  is  provided  from  environmental  levies,  sales  of  tree  seeds  and  seedlings,fines  from  environmental  prosecutions,  transfers 
from  the  Lottery  Fund  and  other  appropriations,  fees  under  the  Waste  Management  Act,  and  sales  to,  and  contributions  from  the  federal 
government,  individuals,  corporations  and  others. 

Expenditures  for  environmental  protection,  renewal  and  enhancement  provide  for  initiatives  to:  reduce  solid,  liquid,  hazardous  and 
atmospheric  wastes;  acquire  land  for  parks  and  fish  and  wildlife  conservation  purposes;  and  undertake  integrated  resource  management 
and  environmental  protection.  The  account  also  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Round  Table  on  the  Environment  and  the  Economy. 

Expenditures  for  forest  renewal  include:  provision  of  tree  seeds  and  seedlings  required  for  provincial  reforestation  projects;  basic  and 
incremental  silviculture  activities  associated  with  harvested  Crown  lands  and  areas  denuded  by  fire  and  pest  outbreaks;  cost-shared 
federal/provincial  resource  development  agreements  and  protection  of  previous  investments  in  forest  renewal,  the  account  also  provides 
for  the  operation  of  the  Forest  Resources  Commission. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account.

1 .  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Reporting  Entity 

These  financial  statements  include  the  accounts  of  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  and  organizations  which  are  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  (W.L.C.  Developments  Ltd.  and  Duke  Point  Development  Limited  in  1 992). 

The  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  is  a  Special  Fund,  for  purposes  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  established  pursuant  to  the 
Privatization  Benefits  Fund  Act.  Its  purpose  is  to  hold  in  perpetuity  the  proceeds  of  assets  disposed  of  through  the  privatization  program,  as 
specified  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council,  in  order  to  produce  revenue  for  the  benefit  of  the  province. 

(b)  Principles  of  Consolidation 

The  accounts  of  organizations  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  are  consolidated  with  the  accounts  of  the 
Privatization  Benefits  Fund  after  adjusting  them  to  a  basis  consistent  with  the  accounting  policies  described  below.  Inter-organization  accounts 
and  transactions  are  eliminated  upon  consolidation. 


(c)  Basis  of  Accounting  and  Specific  Policies

The  basis  of  accounting,  specific  policies  and  1 991  changes  in  accounting  policy,  are  as  stated  in  the  Introduction  to  the  Public  Accounts, 
with  the  following  amendments: 

•  In  accounting  for  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund,  proceeds  are  defined  as  the  proceeds  of  privatization  transactions  net  of 
selling  costs  and  book  value  of  the  assets  sold. 

•  Proceeds  of  privatization  transactions  where  selling  costs  and  book  value  exceed  the  proceeds  (losses  on  privatization)  are  not 
deducted  from  the  fund. 

•  The  government  may  pay  either  all  or  part  of  the  accrued  earnings  of  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  to  the  General  Fund,  as 
and  when  directed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council. 

•  The  Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations  is  permitted  to  diversify  the  investments  of  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund 
into  additional  classes  of  investment  such  as  equities  (domestic  and  foreign),  mortgages,  real  estate,  corporate  bonds  and 
venture  capital. 

•  Investments  are  accounted  for  at  market  value.  The  difference  between  market  value  and  cost  is  shown  as  unrealized 
appreciation  or  depreciation. 

•  Investment  transactions  are  recorded  on  the  trade  date  (the  date  the  order  to  buy  or  sell  is  executed).  Dividend  income  is 
recognized  on  the  ex-dividend  date  and  interest  income  is  recorded  on  the  accrual  basis.  Realized  gains  and  losses  from 
investment  transactions  are  calculated  on  the  average  cost  basis. 

•  The  market  value  of  investments,  other  assets  and  liabilities  in  foreign  currencies  are  translated  into  Canadian  dollars  at  the 
closing  rate  of  exchange  on  each  valuation  date.  Purchases  and  sales  of  investments  are  translated  at  the  exchange  rate 
prevailing  on  the  respective  dates  of  such  transactions.  Income  and  expenses  are  translated  into  Canadian  dollars  at  the 
monthly  closing  exchange  rate.

4.  Management  Fees 

Management  fees  are  paid  by  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  to  seven  external  fund  managers  for  providing  investment  management  and 
advisory  services.  The  management  fees  are  calculated  based  on  the  quarterly  net  assets. 


5.  Contingencies  and  Commitments 

At  the  end  of  each  year,  there  are  a  number  of  commitments  outstanding  for  investment  contracts.  Such  future  investments  are  recorded 
as  an  asset  in  the  year  in  which  the  investment  is  acquired.  Commitments  for  investment  contracts  totalled  approximately  $1 7  million  (1991 : 
$1 1  million). 


6.  Comparative  Figures 

Certain  1 991  comparative  figures  have  been  restated  to  conform  with  the  presentation  adopted  in  1 992. 


7.  Subsequent  Events 

Effective  April  1 , 1 992,  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  Act  was  repealed  by  the  Budget  Measures  Implementation  Act,  1 992,  Section  20. 
On  April  1 , 1 992,  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Privatization  Benefits  Fund  became  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  British  Columbia  Endowment 
Fund  which  subsequently  allocated  $15  million  to  the  Natural  Resource  Community  Fund.
